rei|pi X'^ower over al! created tilings ; and is 
infinite in all ^perfections. 

Every Christian Is bound to believe that in 
this one Cod there are three several Persons, 
perfectly equal, and of the same snbstance : the 
bather, who proceeds fiom none ; the Son, who 
is begotten of the Father before all ages ; and the 
Holy Chost, who proceeds eternally from the 
Father and the Son ; and that these three Per- 
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sons are a]i equally eternal, equal in wisdom and 
power, and are all three one and tliu saiini Lord, 
one and the same (Jod. 

We must all believe that this God ereatcnl 
the angels to be with Him for ever, and that 
part of them fell from God by sin, and been me 
devils; that (fod also cieatedAdam and Kve* 
ibo first ]>arents of all manldnd, and jdaced tliem

I With this Catholic Church, the Scriptures, 
- both of the Old and Hew Testament, were de- 
^ posited by the apostles j she is, in the person of 
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liei'' supreme pastor, the Roman Pontiff, and the 
episcopate united to him, the guardian and inter- 
preter of them, and the judge of all controversies 
relating to them. These Scriptures, thus inter- 
preted, together with the traditions of the 
apostles, are to he received and admitted by all 
Christians for the sonree of their faith and 
practice. 

We must believe that Jesus Christ has in- 
stituted in His Church seven sacraments, or 
mysterious signs and instrumental causes of 
divine grace in oiir souls. Baptism, by way of t\ 
new birth, by which we are made children of 
God, and washed from sin. Confirmation, by 
which we receive the Holy Ghost, b^j' the imposi- 
tion of the hands of the successors of the apostles 
(Acts, viii.). The Blessed Eucharist, which feeds 
and nourishes our souls with the Body and Blood 
of Christ, really present under the forms of bread 
and wine, or under cither of them. Penance, by 
which penitent sinners are absolved from their 
sins, by virtue of the commission given by CHirist 
to His ministers (John, xx., and >!Iatt. xviii.)* 
Extreme Unction, which wipes away the remjyms 
of sill, and arms the soul with the grace of God 
in the time of sickness (James, v. ) Holy Orders, 
by which the ministers of God are consecrated. 
And Matrimony, which, as a sacred sign of the 
indissoluble union of Christ and His Oliurclu 
unites the married coujfie in a holy band, and 
imparts a grace to them suitable to that state 
(Eph. V.). 

We must believe that Jesus Christ has 
instituted the great Eucharistic Sacrifice of His 
Body and Blood in remembrance of His Death 
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and Passion. In this sacrifice Ho is mystically 
immolated every day upon onr altars, being Him- 
self both Priest; and Victim. This sacrifice is the 
principal worship of the Hew Law, in which, and 
by which, unite onrselves to desns Christ, 
and with Him and throngh Him we adore God 
in spirit and tmtln Him thanks for all His 
blessings, obtain liis grace for oursolYcs and tho 
whole world, ^ ami xs.mlon for all onr sins, and 
those of the living ant! the dead. 

We most believe that tliere is in the Catho- 
lic or iniiveisal (dinrch of (led, a communion of 
saints, )>y means of v hk‘h wc communicate with 
all holy persons and in all holy things. We 
eomnuinieaie vith the saints in heaven, as our 
fellovii -moinbcrs imd< r tho same head, Christ 
Josiis ; we give thanks to llod iorilis gifts to 
them, and wo beg a share in their prayers. AVe 
communicate with all tho saints upon earth in 
the same saeramerits and sac’rifice, and In a holy 
union of iaith and charity. And wo commtmi- 
cate with the faith! ul W’ho have departed this 
life in a more impc rfcot state, and who, by the 
law ot God’s justice, are fora while in a place of 
sullering, by offering prayers, and alms, and 
sacrifices to God for them. 

AVe must believe also in the necessity of 
divine grace, without which we cannot make so 
much as one step tow^ards heaven ; and that all 
our good dispositions n,nd all our merits are the 
gift of God ; that Christ died for all men ; that 
God is not the author of sin ; and that His grace 
does not take away our free will. 

We must believe that Jesus Clirist will 
oom© from heaven at the last day to judge us 
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all ; tliat all tlie dead, botli good and bad, .‘nliall 
rise from their grareM at fcho sound ol the last 
tramj>ct, and shall he judged by Him according 
to their works ; that the good shall go to heaven 
•math Him, body atxd soul, to be hap|iy for .ill 
eternity in the enjoyment of the Sovortugn Good; 
and that the wicked shall be condemned, both 
body and soul, to the torments of liell, wliich 
are most gi'icTOUS and everlasting.

?1. ThpraorallaT?* of Godis fi(m UUtcHuty 
Above all things it is necessary for the flhris- 
tian to understand what St, Paul says to the 
Corinthians : “ You are not your own, for you 
have been bought with a great price'’ (1 Cor vi. 
19). “The beginning of all sin is pride,” says 
another Scripture (Ecclus. x, 15) ; and the Holy 
Scripture further adds that the beginning of 
pride show^ itself in apostasy from God. In the 
case of Lucifer and all the angels who fell with 
Mm from their high estate, the first beginning of 
their fall was an inward act of pride. “I will 
be like unto the Most High,” such are the words 
of Lucifer recorded in the book of the prophet 
Isaias. The same is the case with the sins of 
men. The pride and the deceived ambition, to 
be as “gods knowing good and evil,” led Eve 
into the first act of apostasy from God, in which 
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she soon had Adam for Iier companion. Adam 
and Eve, in paradise, were not their own, nor 
were tlie 3 r created to be a law to themselves, bnt 
they w’cro under the law of their Lord and owner, 
■who had created them, and who had placed them 
ill His o%ni garden, which He had Himself planted 
for them, making over everything in the garden 
to them, except only one true and its fruit. 

Respecting this tree a law isad been promul- 
gated by the. pi vine oumer of the garden, that 
of tlie fruit, of this tw they wore not to eat ; 
and this law uns enfmeed to them ]>y the threat 
of a [r‘ji*dty, p In the day thou eatest of it thou 
shaft surel^^ die” {(Ian. li. 17). 

The liuv'was broken, and the penalty in conse- 
quence %aB incurred, whereby death and sorrow 
and the necessity hir laliour came Into the world. 

The penalty of death, however, which w’as 
incurred, was not to be immediately inflicted. 
Though expelled from paradise, and not suffered 
to return to it, Adam and Eve were still to be 
suffered to live for many years. Rvo was still to 
bccoBK' tlio mother of numerous children, and 
Adam titeir father was to he to them their priest 
and pro] diet. Clod commanded Adam to teach 
all bom from him, his children, his grandchildren, 
and all their descendants, to fear God, to be pre- 
sent at His sacriiices, and to obey all the precepts 
and commandments, which Adam, the patriarch 
of the world which was still suffered to exist, 
was commanded to deliver to them in the name 
of God.

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§ 2. Original sin, and its pardon in respect of the merits 
of the Lamb slain from the origin of the woild. 

The whole family horn from Adam has con- 
tracted, by the sin committed in paradise, the 
guilt of original or birth sin ; but in respect of 
the future Divine Victim for the sins of men, 
“ the Lamb slain from the foundations of the 
world’* (Apoc. xiii* 8), God has had mercy upon 
the human family, and has showed that fie has 
pardoned their sin for the sake of the promised 
future Divine Victim. This pardon of God to 
Adam and Eve is manifested by the act of His 
condescending to make garments for Adam and 
Eve, immediately after their fall, of the skins of 
the animals — doubtless of those which from this 
time began to be offered on His altar in sacrifice 
to Him. 

§ 3. The successive promulgations of the eternal moral 
law. 

How God showed His merciful care for the 
family of Adam, notwithstanding their act of 
transgression and their consequent expulsion from 
paradise, is revealed to us in the follov/ing verses 
of the Sacred Scripture, taken from the 17th 
chapter of the Book of Ecclesiasticus : (1) God 
created man of the earth, and made him after 
His own image. (2) And He turned him into it 
again and clothed him with strength according 
to Himself, (3) He gave to him the number of 
Ms days and time, and gave him power over the 
things of the earth. ... (5) He created of him 
a helpmate like unto himself, and He gave them 
counsel and a tongue and eyes and ears, and a 
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heart to devise, and He filial I them with the 
knowledge of understanding. (6) He created in 
them the science of the spirit, He filled their 
heart with %visdom, and showed them both good 
and evil. (7) He set His eyes upon their hearts 
to show them the gi’eatness of His works. (8) 
That they might praise the name winch He has 
sanctified, and glory in His wondrous acts, that 
they might declare the glorious things of His 
works. (0) oreovor, He gave them instructions 
and the law of life for an inheritance. (10) He 
made an everlasting covenant with thorn, and 
show'cd them His justice and judgments. (11) 
And their eyes saw' the majesty of His glory, and 
their ears heard His glorious voice, and He said 
to them, Bc%vare of all inif|uity. (12) And He 
gave to c^’^eryone of them commandments con- 
cerning his neighbour. (13) Their ways are 
always before Him, they arc not hidden from 
His eyes’* (Ecclus, xvii. 1-13). 

This passe gc from the Sacred Scripture shows 
us that in the same manner as the Divine Victim 
of Calvary, “the Lamb slain from the beginning 
of the world,’’ vras from the very beginning the 
ground of the restoration of the fallen creation 
to the mercy and favour of Cod, and the reason 
of His never ceasing to care for and wratch over 
them ; so, from the first day of the banishment 
from l?aradise, the obligation to learn to observe 
the Divine Law never for a single moment was 
withdrawn. He said to them, “Beware of all 
iniquity,*’ and He gave to eveiy one of them 
“commandment concerning his neighbour.’^ 
The one eommanclmcnt of Baradisenow no lon^r 
sufficed, BO God gave men the laws which He 
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required them to obey, and He kept His eye upon 
them to see that His laws were obeyed : Their 
ways are always before Him ” 

The law itself, as everyone may be presumed 
to know, is one thing, and the promulgation of 
the law under particular circumstances to parti- 
cular persons, is quite another thing fronx the 
law itself. The law of the ten commandments 
which Moses received at the hands of God on 
Mount Sinai, written on the two tables of stone, 
contained nothing that was now, or which had 
not been taught and enforced before as the 
Divine law for men. These two tables of stone 
given to Moses thus became the peculiar fom of 
promulgation by which God commanded Moses 
to make known His eternal law to the particiiiar 
Israelite people. 

God imposed His eternal law on the world 
before the flood, as their Creator, and as the God 
who, for the sake of “ the Lamb slain from the 
foundation of the world,” had pardoned the sin 
of Adam and Eve, and had restored them to His 
care. God now, after the deluge, reimposed His 
eternal law on the world, born from the family 
of hToah, as the God who had delivered the family 
of Hoah from the universal deluge in the ark. 

§ 4. The eternal moral law of God is now preached and pro« 

mulgated to all the nations of the earth hy the Catholic 

Church. 

God again promulgated and reimposed His self- 
same efenal law on the particular people of 
Israel by a new and special title exclusively 
proper to them, saying to them by Moses : I 
am the Lord thy Gcd, who brought thee out of

tlie land of 12gypt and out of the house of bond* 
age,” 

Under the Christian times Cod renews and ‘ 
a^^aiii promulgates by His tSoii Jesus Chri&t, His 
self-same eternal law, which is subject to no 
essential change ; and this on a newer title still 1 
that is no longer the peculiar title proper only to I 
the people of Israel, ]>iit a new title that applies 
offually to all the people of the entire earth. 
Uod no longer speaks to the single nation of 
Iferael, saying to them, I brought thee out of 
the land‘ of and the house of bond- 

Imt He speaks by His Catholic Church 
to all the nations and tribes and kindreds of the 
entire earth, and to every living soul of man who 
has received his baptism, He says, By my death 
upon the cross of Calvary, I have broken the 
pWer of the prince of ibis world, and I have 
delivered you from your shwery to Satan ; hence- 
forth, you are no longer your own, but you 
have Ijcen bought with a ^eat prieo.” I am 
now the Lord yo\n* Cod who have redeemed you ; 
this is My eternal law, promulgated to man from 
the beginning of the world. Eemain in my 
covenant and keep this law and you shall live j 
break this my law and you shall die. I have 
not purchased for you impunity for sin, but for- 
giveness and mercy, that you may “beware of 
all iniq.uity/^ and grace and strength to rise up 
to the happiness and glory of a new Christian 
life, 

I S. la wMt tme ChtisMaa liberty coasisia 

Above al things, then, it is necessary for the 
Christian who desires to save his soul that he 
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should Tinderstand that the true liberty of the 
Christian is most removed from the false liberty 
{whioh is the most certain of all ways to ever- 
lasting perdition) of indulging Ms wicked desires 
in continual contempt of tlie Divine Law. frue 
Christian liberty is attained when the Christian 
has brought himself by the grace of Christ to 
love the Divine Law, and to desire, above ail 
things, to conform his life to it ; in a word, when 
from the inmost depth of his soul he can say 
with the holy Psalmist : “With my whole heart 
I have sought after Thee ; let me not stray from 
Thy commandments’* (Ps. cxviii. 10). 

Section III, 

A short %n&trtiction on the Christian duty ofl^rayer^ 
'public and private, 

§ 1. Tite distinction between the worsbip of God in public, 
and tbe duty of personal prayer in private. 

The duty of the Christian to God as regards 
prayer is twofold : (1) The duty of joining with 
his fellow-Christians in the^ public worship of 
God ; and (2) the duty of private prayer. The 
first of these is inculcated upon the Christians 
by the words of the apostle, “Not deserting our 
assemblies, as is the custom of some ** (Heb. x. 
35) ; and the second is enforced by the words of 
Christ : “ But do thou, when thou prayest, enter 
into thy chamber, and having shut the door, 
pray to thy Father in secret, and thy Father 
who seeth in secret shall reward thee” (Matt, vi. 
6). It is to be ]>resunicHl, as Adam was created 
at first alone and with.out a cuiiipauiou, ti-at tlie 
duty of private pra> er lias the {..vecedcnce, at 
least in point of time, over public or united 
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prayer, for tlio due performance of wLicli a 
liturgy and ceremonial are indispensably needed, 
the formation and setting in order of which was 
of necessity a work of time. 

But if private prayer must remain, to the end 
of the world, the piimary obligation of the 
human creature, the united prayer of the public 
worship of God follows directly upon it, and un- 
doubtedly occupies an infinitely more prominent 
jilace in the history of all the nations and people 
of the whole worhl than the practice of private 
prayer. The jealousy of Cain against Abel was 
caused by his observing the far greater popu- 
larity of the sacrifice ofiei*ed by liis brother Abel 
than he was able to obtain for those offered by 
himself. In short, from the first moment that 
families began to multiply and to increase upon 
the earth, altars were erected and sacrifices were 
offered upon them ; and, in a -word, the duty of 
worshipping God in the public assembly of the 
people is cotemporary with the origin of the 
world. 

§ 2. The Cluistian ohligaiion of the public worship of God 
on the SoTenth or iJie Lord’s Day. 

God, we learn from the Book of Genesis, com- 
pleted all His work that He had made on the 
sixth day, and rested on the seventh day from 
all the work that He had done. *‘And He 
blessed the seventh day and sanctified it, because 
in it God rested from all the work that He had 
created’^ (Gen. ii. 2). 

This original obligation of the sanctifieaffon of 
the seventh day remains the law of God for all 
generations. It was instituted in Paradise 
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previous to the sin of man, and it followed him 
out of Paradise, ‘when he was expelled from it 
in pumsiiment of his sin. The observation of 
this precept was taught by the prophet Moah io 
the iimilies descended from him, and the patri- 
archs of the Hebrew family, Abraham, Isaac, 
and Jacob, kept uj) the tradition of its observ- 
ance. As the varioiis nations which sprang from 
the confusion of languages fell away from the 
truth, they lost tJie observance of the seventh 
day. Moses, however, re-established its observ- 
ance among the Israelites, who were delivered 
out of Egypt, and it has been ever since observed 
by them. 

Among all Christians, the obligation of the 
sanctiiication of the seventh day is universally 
acknowledged as binding. It is to be carGinHy 
observed, however, that all Christians observe 
the seventh day in honour of the resurrection of 
Christ from the dead. The former Sabbath, or 
seventh day of the week, kept in memory of the 
completion of creation, is abrogated, and in the 
place of it the seventh day, as observed by tlie 
Christians, is now the first day of the week, or 
the Lord’s Bay, in other words, the clay of the 
resurrection of Jesus Christ from the dead. 

Besides the obligation of rendering public wor- 
ship to Cod on the seventh or Lord’s day, the 
Catholic Church has appointed other festival 
days, commonly known as dayi^ of obligation, so 
called from the same duty of public worship 
aitHching to them.

Jolitx, ‘Hlie .daiu from the first origin of 
the world” (xiii. S). Ilio sacrifices which were 
olkretl ior tin; puhiie wurship of Ood by Abel in 
tbewcwld, be fort; the fhiod, byKoah, on coining 
forth from the ai'k, by Abraham, Isaac, and 
Jacob, and which were appointed by Moses to be 
<, tiered <'>n the altar of sacrifice of the people of 
Israel had no virtue in themselves to wash away 
sin. TbchC Hacrific -i, nt verthelcss, were taught 
by God to man, ami were accepted by Hina as 
being fignrea of the haerkee of the Lamb ‘‘skin 
from tile origin of the world,*' and not because 
tlie blood of cahe.'^ and of goats could in itself be 
acee]it<Hl aM any atonement for the sin of men, 
Kver} tbing that happens must turn to the 
honour of God. God cjreated man with the gift 
of free free to obey and free to disobey, 
according to his choice* Consequently, when 
Adam and Kve used their free will to transgress 
the command of Ood, they separated themselves 
from tho friendship of God, and could only be 
restored to it by an act of the grace of God, to 
wliich they could have no claim k justice. As 
regards themselves, they were hopelessly lost. 
But as all things must turn to the honour of God, 
God, by an act of sovereiga mercy, made re- 
demptioti to be cotemporary with sin, that the 
Bvi! One should not foe able to boast of Ms 
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liaving tuined the creation of G^d. Hence, co- 
temporary with the fall of Adam and Eve, there 
was decreed by God the atonement of “ the Lamb 
slain from the origin of the world/* On this 
account all the worship of mankind by the sacri- 
fices that were, previous to the coming of Christ, 
was celebrated with the shedding oi blood, as 
figures of the blood of the Lamb of God. 

When Christ Himself came these figures were 
to cease. Hence, in the 39th Psalm, spoken in 
the person of Christ to His Father, wm read : 
** Sacrifice and oblation Thou didst not desire ; 
but a body Thou hast prepared for me’* (so St. 
Paul reads it, Heb. x. 5). **Burnt-ofiering and 
sin-ofiering Thou didst not require ; then said I, 
Behold, I come.” All which givi# us to under- 
stand that by reason of the insufficiency of the 
sacrifices of the Old Law, Christ Himself would 
come to he our sacrifice, and would offer up His 
own Body and Blood for us. 

Accordingly, our Saviour Jesus Christ, at the 
time appointed by his Father, having taken flesh 
for us, was pleased to offer Himself a sacrifice 
for Us, dying U]^n the cross for the sins of the 
whole world. By this one ofiering, which had 
been decreed from the first origin of the world, 
we were completely redeemed, inasmuch as our 
ransom was paid, and all mercy, grace, and sal- 
vation, were purchased for us. Heither can 
there now be any need of His dying any more, 
or purchasing any other graces for us than those 
for which He has already paid the price of his 
Blood. 

nevertheless, for the daily application of this 
one eternal redemption to our souls, and that the 
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mercy, grace, and salvation which He has pur- 
chased for us may be actually comnnmicateS^to 
us, He not only continually appears in our behalf 
in the sanctuary of heaven, there representing 
and offering to His Father His death and passion 
for us, but has also instituted the Messed Eucha- 
rist, the night before His passion, in which He 
has bequeathed us HisBody and Blood, under the 
sacramental veils, not only to be received by us 
as a sacrament, for the food and nourishment of 
our souls, but also to be offered and presented 
by His ministers to His Father (mystically broken 
and shed) as a sacrifice ; not only by way of a 
new death, but by way of a standing memorial 
' of His death j a daily celebrating and represent- 
ing His death to God, and an applying to our 
souls the fruits of it. 

This euclmristic sacrifice of the Body and Blood 
of Christ, daily ofifered under the forms of bread 
and wine, in remembrance of His passion, is what 
we call the Mass. This is the solemn liturgy of 
the Catholic Church. This is that pure offering 
which is made to God in every place among the 
' Gentiles, according to the prophecy of Malachy 
(i. 10, 11). By this Christ is a Priest for ever, 
according to the order of Melchisedech (Ps. cix.), 
whose sacrifice was bread and wine (Gen. xv.). 

This sacrifice of the Mass is the same in sub- 
stance with that which Christ offered for us upon 
the cross, because both the victim offered, and 
the priest, or principal offerer, is the same Jesxus 
Christ. The difference is only in the manner of 
the offering ; because upon the cross our Saviour 
offered Himself in such a manner as really to 
shed His Blood, and die for ns, whereas now He 
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not really shed His Blood, nor die any more. 
And, therefore, this is called an nnbloody sacri- 
:fice ; and that of the cross a bloody sacrifice. 

By reason of this near alliance which this sa- 
crifice of the Mass has with the sacrifice of the 
cross, it completely answers all the different 
ends of sacrifice, and that in a manner infinitely 
more perfect than any of the ancient sacrifices. 
Christ is here both priest and victim, represent- 
inn in person, and offerina up His death and 
passion to His Father. 

This sacrifice of the Mass is offered np to God, 
in the Catholic Church, first, as a daily remem- 
brance of the passion of Christ : Do this for a 
commemoration of me^^ (Luke, xxiij. Secondly, 
as a most solemn worship of the Divine Majesty. 
Thirdly, as a most acceptable thanksgiving to 
God, from whence it has the name of Eucharist. 
Fourthly, as a most powerful means to move 
God to show mercy to us in the forgiveness of 
our sins, for which reason we call it propitiatory. 
And, lastly, as a most effectual ’way to obtain 
of God all that we want, coming to Him, as we 
here do, with and through Christ. 

For these ends, both priest and people ought 
to offer up the pcrifice of the Mass : the priest, 
as Christ’s minister, and in His person ; and the 
people, by the hands of the priest ; and both the 
one and^ the other, by the hands of the great 
High Priest, J esus Christ. And, with this offer- 
ing of Christas, both the one and the other ought 
to make a total offering of themselves also by 
His hands, and in union with Him, 
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1 4. Of tlie in&titutioB of the week of seven days, and of 
the Calendar of the Church Year. 

Not only lias G-od Almighty, it should be care- 
fully observed, asserted His supreme Lordship 
and Sovereignty over the world, and especially 
over the life of Ilis own Chiistian people by di- 
viding their life for them into periods of seven 
days, iihe first of wdkich days He claims to be 
especially sanctified to Himself as His own, or 
the Lord’s Bay ; fie has also asserted His Di- 
vine sovereignty over the entire year by portion- 
ing it out according to the Calendar of the 
Giiurch, into periods of time corresponding partly 
with the life of Jesus Christen earth, and partly 
wdth the descent of the Holy Ghost on the day 
of Fentecost, 

It is Ml of instruction to all the Christian 
people to have this act of the sovereignty of God 
over the lives of men continually present to their 
mind, to give them courage against all the profane 
unbelievers of the world. As early as the times 
of the Fsalmist, ‘The W'hole kindred of the 
enemies of God said in their hearts. Let us 
abolish all the festival days of God from earth 
(Fs. Ixxiii. 8). This war of all the wicked men, 
and of ail the profane atheists and ]^roud unbe- 
lievers of the earth, against the festival days of 
God, has never ceased ; but God Almighty, who 
is patient and iong-sufiering, seeing that He is 
seated in His glory in heaven, no more suffers it 
to prevail than He allows the waters of the sea 
to prevail against the earth that He has made. 
“Thus far,” He says to the sea, “shaltthou 
come, and no farther ; here thou shalt break thy 
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foaming waves ” (Job, xxxvixi. 11). The wicked, 
profane atheists and unbelievers are compared 
by Isaias to the troubled waters of the sea, that 
are for ever ** casting up mire and dirt” (Ivii. 20) ; 
but they are not suffered to pass the bounds set 
to them. The division of time into weeks, and 
fche Calendar of the Church Tear, which the 
enemies of God would gladly abolish, is seen to 
remain unshaken. It bears its testimony against 
them of the God w’^ho, in due time, will call 
them before Bds irresistible tribunal to answer 
for their profane contempt and rebellion, and it 
gives great strength and confidence to the hearts 
of the devout Christian people* 

The Calendar of the Church Year, indeed, 
may be said to be to the Christian people what 
the Pillar of the Cloud was to the Hebrew jieople, 
as they were pursued by the Egyptians. To the 
Egyptians it was a darkness that struck them 
with terror and fright ; to tbe Israelite people it 
was their light and the guide of their way, 

§ 5, Of the benefits of the institution of the sanctification 
of the Lord's Day of Best, and of the order of the 
Calendar for the sanctification of the year. 

The merciful reason of the institution of the 
seventh day of rest is given to us in the words of 
our Lord Himself in reply to the Jews, preserved 
^ ^t, Marks's gospel : And He said to them : 
The Sabbath was made for man, and not man 
for the Sabbath; therefore, the Son of Man 
IS Lord also over the Sabbath” (ii. 27). Ail 
the acts of God undoubtedly manifest His sove- 
reign power ; but the Christian must be eareful 
to remember that the Christian people do not 
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praise God simpler for tlie sovereign power which 
the profane unbelievers in vain strive to resist, 
but for His mercy, love, and goodness to them, 
and for the benefits which they receive from 
Him. The institution of the Sabbafch, which is 
now the Lord’s Day to the Christian people, is 
to be kept holy by the Christian people, not only 
to honour the majesty of God, but also because it 
was instituted for their good and because it is 
most excellent for them to observe it. God has 
promised very rich blessings to the people who 
faithfully lionour His holy seventh day of rest. 

Thus, saith the Lord to the eunuchs, who shall 
keep my vSabbath, and shall choose the things 
that I will, and who shall observe my covenant, 
I will give them a place in my house and in my 
avails, a name better than thali of sons and 
daughters, I will give them an everlasting name 
that shall not perish ; . . . I will bring them 
into my holy mountain, and I will make thena 
to rejoice in my house of prayer ; their holo- 
causts and their victims shall be acceptable to 
me on my altar, for my house shall be called a 
house of prayer for all people” (Isaias, Ivi. 4). 
Dm’thcr on in the same prophet these glorious 
promises are extended to the entire people on 
the condition of their honouring the noly Sab- 
bath of God: *‘If thou shalt cease to trample 
my Sabbath under thy feet, and to do thine own 
will on my holy day, and if thou shalt call the 
Sabbath a delight, and the holy day of the Lord 
glorious, not walking in thine own ways, nor 
seeking thine own wuU to speak vain words, then 
thou shalt delight thyself in the Lord, and I will 
lift thee up higher than the high places of the 
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eartb, mi, I win feed thee with the inheritance 
of Jacob, thy father, for the month of the Lord 
hath spoken it ’’ (Isaias, Iviii. IS). 

The same promise of God to giro His^rich 
blessings to the Christian people who are diligent 
in assisting devoutly at the celebration of the 
Holy Sacrihee of the Mass on the Lord’s Hay, in 
freq^neiiting sermons, instxmctions, Catechism, 
Vespers, and Benediction, and all the various 
public offices of piety and devotion which are 
celebrated in the churches on the Sunday, is to 
be understood to extend equally to all the fentiva! 
days of the Calendar of the Church, which are 
instituted by the same Hivine authority for both 
the honour of God and for the good of the Chris- 
tian people, 

Hothing can be more instructive to the Chris- 
tian people than to labour to follow intelligently 
the course of the Calendar of the Church, using 
for the purpose the aid of any suitable manual.* 

The season of Advent brings before the mind 
the long preparation of the nations of the world 
for the coming of their B-edeemer. 

The season of the Hativity, the final fulfilment 
of the promises of God in the birth of Christ. 

The season of Lent, the necessity of the dis- 
cipline of penance, prayer, and reconciliation 
with God through approaching the sacraments of 
Penance and the Holy ESucharist. 

The Paschal season, the resurrection of Christ

The Ascension of Clm&t into heaven, wdiithcr 
we must never cease to follow Him in heart and 
ailcction. 

The season of Pentecost, the fulfilmont of the 
prono&c of Chri-it to send the Pataclete upon 
earth, the IToly (diost, whose sevenfold gifts we 
must tiivei ccasc to pra,y ior, studying diligently 
most faith hilly to correspond with biieni. 

The pious Christian v ho thus endeavours faith- 
fully to follow the order of the (^alendar for the 
year, and to store his nnnd with good Christian 
knowledge respecting all the festival days as 
they come in due order, will find a very rich re- 
ward. Jle will find »Si. Peter’s promise verified 
to him : “If these things be with you and abound, 
they shall make you to be not barren or without 
f i uit ill the knowledge of our Lord desus Christ ” 
(2 Pet. i. S).

§ 1, The necessity of private prayer io salvation. 

Having treated hi the above section briefly of 
the nature and antifpiity and of the great benefits 
of the duty of Christian prayer as regards the 
frccpienfeiiig the public assemblies of the Christian 
people, wdth its juincipal act of public worsbixi, 
the ofieriBg the Holy Saeiifi<*e of the New Law, 

3 
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•we pass on to consider the Christian duty of 
prayer in its next aspect* namely, the private 
prayer of the Christian, with which may be pro- 
perly associated the family prayer of the Chris- 
tian household, holding a sort of intermediate 
place between the private prayer of the closet, 
and the prayer of the public assembly of the 
Christian people. 

And here the first point on which to insist is 
the necessity of the re^lar practice of prayer in 
order to salvation. This necessity is enforced by 
the words of Christ, who says : It is necessary 
to pray always.” The following are the words 
of the Catechism of the Council of Trent with re- 
gard to this all-important duty of Christian life. 
The Church herself shows us the necessity of 
prayer in the introductory form which is placed 
before the Lord’s Prayer in the Canon of the 
Mass. “ Taught hy precepts of salvatim^ and 
instructed hy the commmd of Qod^ we dare to 
say, ” For the very^ reason that prayer was thus 
necessary for Christian men, and oecause He was 
specially asked by His disciples, the Son of God 
prescribed for them a form of prayer, and tliereby 
conveyed to them the hope of obtaining the 
things they asked for, while He Himself not only 
set them •fche example of continual prayer by day, 
but likewise of whole nights spent in prayer. Of 
this duty the Apostles, who came after our Lord, 
were not remiss in handing on the precepts to 
all who presented themselves to be received to 
the faith of Christ, Both St. Peter and St. Joijn 
admonish the faithful most diligently on this 
head, ana the Apostle of the Gentiles, mindful 
of the same reason, freq^uently exhorts the Chris- 
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§ S. Xiie conditions of acceptable prayer. 

The chief condition of an acceptable prayer is 
to consider well beforehand what it is we are 
about to do, and to be on otir guard not to rush 
into the act of prayer in a thonghtless and un- 
prepared way. ‘‘Before prayer/’ says the 
Scripture, “ prepare thy soul, and be not as a 
man tempting God ” (Eccliis. xyiii. 23), to which 
may be added the words of fcsoloinon : “ Let not 
thy heart be swift to utter thy words in the 
pi‘esence of God, for He is in heaven and thou 
art upon the earth ” (Eccles. v. 1). The act of 
prayer requires recollection and consideration, 
and a certain humbling of the spirit in the pre- 
sence of God; and this has its reward, as the 
wwds of the Psalmist show: “ lie hath respect 
unto the prayer of the humble, and hath not de- 
spised their petitions ” (Ps. ci. IS) ; and again, 
“the prayer of the humble penetrates the clouds” 
(Eoclus. XXXV. 21). 

The iiext important condition of an acceptable 
prayer is to understand that it is an offence and 
not an honour to God to ask anything from Him 
winch it would be repugnant to any of His Divine 
attiibutes to grant us. By such prayer as this 
we only provoke the anger of God against our- 
selves. Thus, St, James says : “You ask and 
you <!o not obtain, because you ask badly that 
you may spend it upon your lusts” (iv. 3). And 
again, it IS an offence to God to ask anything 
from Him in a doubting and hesitating way. 
Thus, St. James says : “ Let him ask in faith, 
nothing doubting, for he that doubteth is like a 
wave of the sea that is moved and carried about 
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with the wind ; 1st not such a man think that he 
will obtain anything from tlie Lord ” (i. 6). The 
woi’ds of a beautiful xmayer of the heathen world 
are preserved in one of the dialogues of Plato 
( Alcibiacles) : — 

O Gorl and Kins?, all good things to us even if we 

do not for ihein. 

And tui'n asiclo from u-? all noxious things oren though 
we shonkl ash for them 

It will be \\xdl also to remember the follo'wdng 
hindrances to an acceptable prayer, of 'which the 
Scriptures severally make mentiion, as -udl be 
been from the passages now to he cited:— 

The sins of cruelty and violence against others, 
as the pro])het says : “When you stxotch out 
your hands, I will turn atvay mine eyes from 
yon; and though you should multiply your 
jirayer, I will not hearken, for your hands are 
full of blood” {Isaias, i. 15). 

The sin of anger and (xuarrelsomeness. The 
Axiostlo says : “1 will that men pray in every 
place, lifting up pure hands, without auger and 
without disxuite” (1 Tim. ii. 8). 

The sin of bearing malice, and refusing to for- 
give and to be reconciled. Christ says, ‘ ‘ When 
you stand up to pray, forgive if you have aught 
against any man ; for if you forgive not men, 
neither will your Heavenly Father forgive you 
your sins ” (Matt, vi. 15). 

The sin of hardheartedness to the needy and 
sufiering. “ He that sto]3peth his ear to the cry 
of the poor shall cry out himself and shall not 
l)e heard” (Prov* xxi IB). 

The sin of a pmud spirit. “ God resists the 
proud, but giveth grace to the humble” (James, 
iv, 6), 
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Contempt of the Word of God, ‘‘He that 
tnmeth away his ear that he should not hear the 
law, this man’s prayer shall become an execra* 
tion” (Prov. xxviii, 9). 

H* Of the particular exercise of meditation or mental 
prayer, 

St. Francis of Sales lays so much weight upon 
the daily exercise of meditation as a means of 
rapidly making great progress in the spiritual 
life, that it wiU be of great advantage here to 
give a short summary of the rules which he lays 
down for the direction of this excellent practice. 
The Saint cites the following passages of the 
Sacred Scripture : “The whole land is desolated 
with desolation, because there is no one who re- 
flects in his heart ” (Jer, xii. 11) ; and the words 
of the Psalmist, “In my meditation the Are 
shall burst forth into a flame ” (Ps. xxxiy. 4). 

^ The subjects that may be taken for the exer- 
cise of meditation embrace a very wide range ; 
and as there is to be found in existence a very 
great variety of manuals of meditations, by diffe- 
rent spiritual writers, it is to be counselled that 
a prudent choice should be made of one of these, 
which being done, it will be desirable that the 
person who desires to practise meditation should 
adhere faithfully and with perseverance to the 
rules and instructions which the book thus 
chosen may contain. 

St. Francis of Sales lays down the following 
general rules for a meditation in the second part 
of the Introduction to a Devout Life, which may 
be found of great utility to all who have not yet 
Itmade much progress in this holy practice. The 
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PART I.] 

first care must be given to make a suitable act 
of pr^aration, -which should consist — 

1, In placing yourself in the presence of God. 
% In invoking His help. 

For the first portion of this act of preparation, 
you may consider (1) the immensity of God, that 
there is no escape from His power ; (2), that in 
Him we live and move and have our being ; (3), 
you may imagine that Christ is present at your 
side in His sacred humanity. 

For the second portion of the act of prepara- 
tion, you may repeat the words of Bavid, ‘ ‘ Cast 
me not away from thy presence, and take not 
Thy Holy Spiiit from me.’* 

After this there is a third act of preparation, 
which, however, is not necessary to be joined to 
every sort of meditation, and this is what is com- 
monly called composition of place f This is 
done by an act of the imagination, by which, for 
examine, if you wished to meditate on our 
Saviour on the cross, you would picture to your- 
self the actual scene of Calvary, and all that was 
then said and done as described by the Evange- 
lists. 

(1.) The first care when the exercise of medi- 
tation is begun, will be to study to employ your 
thoughts well upon the subject which you have 
chosen, placing it clearly before your mind. 
Here, if you find that your mind dwells with 
pleasure on any one particular point of the medi- 
tation, do not seek to pass too hastily away 
from it, and, if otherwise, do not disturb your- 
self, but press forward to the next point. ^ 

(2.) The succeeding part of the meditation 
consists of ‘‘affections and resolutions.*' These 
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will, in the first instance, be snob geiioral pious 
thoughts as naturally spring from the subject 
itself. Afterwards you should seek to giye these 
thoughts the form of some more special resolu- 
tion proper to your o^rn conduct. 

(S.) Lastly, the meditation is to bo brought to 
a conclusion by three acts : 1, an act of 
tbaiiksgiving for the lights and graces received ; 
% an act of offering it and yourself to Ood, join- 
ing your own affections and resolutions with the 
merits and the passion of His Bon; and 3, a 
devout prayer for the blessing of God on aU your 
pious affections and aspirations. 


Section V. 

Of the Bmram&its of the Clu'UUm Religion. 

§ L The Sacraments are the merciful gifts of the Good 
Samaritan. 

Jesus Christ is represented in the parable under 
the figure of the goodBamaritan, who, having had 
compassion on the wounded traveller, brought 
him on his own beast to the inn. On the mor- 
row, when about to take his departure, the good 
Bamaritan placed two pieces of current coin in 
the hands of the keeper of the inn for the use of 
the wounded man, commending him to his care, 
and promising to be himself the surety for what- 
ever extra care ids condition might need. Under 
the figure of the innkeeper, we have in this para- 
ble Bt. Peter as the supreme shepherd, ana the 
whole body of the priesthood in its various ranks 
deriving their mission from him through Hk 
successors# And in the two pieces of current coin 
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^iven to the iimkeeper for tlie needs of the 
wotmded man, we have (1) the Sacraments of the 
Church, and (2) the inspired Scriptures of the 
Old and the New Testament. 

The first point to note as regards the sacra- 
ments of the Church is that they perfectly cor- 
respond to the figure of the parable in respect of 
their being already coin that was current, and in 
no sense an entirely new creation. The already 
existing coin receives quite a new value m the 
hands of the good Samaritan which it did not 
possess before, notwitli&tanding that it was an 
already existing coinage. In other words, '‘Sa- 
oraments” are not for the Ihvst time known in 
connection with religion tlirongh the Gospel of 
Chiist. The Mosaic law which had not, indeed, 
the good things themselves, but only their sha- 
dows, was in possession of signs instituted by 
Go<l, such as the rite of circumcision, the un- 
leavened bread of the paschal season, and others 
to which at least, according to the usage, of the 
Latin language, the name of ‘‘sacraments'* could, 
as the (jatecliism of the Council of Trent insists, 
be properly applied. 

§ 2. The Saciamente are visiWe signs of m invisible 
gwee. 

ISTothing, however, that was known in the 
world before Christ under the current ^name^ of 
sacrament, is able to sustain a comimrison with 
the particular sacraments, seven in number, 
which Christ has given to His Church, and the 
clistingxiishing prerogative of which is that they 
are, aoooiding to the definition of St. Augustine,

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? a. The reasons for wMdi they were instituted. 

The instractioix which the Catechism of the 
Council of Trent especially places before the 
faithful as the best suited to enable them to 
comprehend the reasons why Christ judged these 
Tisibie signs of His invisible grace to be good for 
His Church, is in brief the following - 

(h) The first reason is the weakness and im- 
perfection of a creature which is made up of a 
spirit united to a body, which has rendered it 
necessary, as St. Ohiysostom says, that the gifts 
designed for the spirit should be united to some- 
thing that is perceptible to the senses. 

(2.) The outward sign becomes, on the part of 
God, the pledge of the fulfilment of this promise. 

(3.) The sacrament serves the purpose of 
being a known and tanmble remedy, like the 
wine and oil of the good Samaritan, which he 
applied to the wounds of the helpless wayfarer. 

(4.) The sacraments serve the purpose of an 
outward sign by which the faithful may know 
and distinguish one another. 

(5.) They aiford an excellent means to the 
faithful of professing their faith in the sight of 
others. 

(6.) They become strong and powerful bonds 
of mutual charity between those who are associ- 
ated in the mutual enjoyment of the benefits 
derived from them. 

(7.) They are extremely beneficial as a cor- 
rective of human pride, when we perceive our- 
selves subjected to things cognisable by our 
senses, aixd leam from this very subjection to 
obey the appointment and in'^iitutiou of God. 
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1 4, Eeason why the Sacraments are seven in mim'beri, and 
not more or less. 

Tlie reason of the Sacraments being seven in 
number, and not either more or fewer, may be 
ex^jlained, according to the doctrine of St. 
Thomas Acxninas, in the ensuing manner. St. 
Thomas teaches us that the Divine gift follows 
an order that is, according to the analogy of the 
needs of our usual life. Brit in order to human 
life itself it is necessary, in the first place, that 
a man should be bom ; and to this natural birth 
corresponds the Sacrament of Baptism, which is 
a regeneration or the new birth to the life of the 
Christian covenant. After birth it is necessary 
to provide for the growth and increase of the 
vigour of life, and to this corresponds the Sacra- 
ment of Confirmation, which imparts the grace 
of" Christian stirength. The next standing need 
of human life is suitable food, and to this cor- 
responds the Sacrament of the Holy Bueharist. 
After this, it is always incident to human life to 
fall into siclcness, in which case medicinal treat- 
ment becomes needed in order to recovery ; to 
this corresponds tho Sacrament of Benanee, by 
which the injuries of sin are repaired and the 
health of the soul Is restored. And, again, as 
strength is apt to fail with the approach of death, 
when every effort has to be made, if possible to 
save life, and if not, to mitigate the pains of the 
last agony to the dying ; to this corresponds the 
Sacrament of Extreme Dnetion, the e6S.cacy of 
which is to restore the sufferer to life, if it 
he God^s will, or otJ.ierwise to prepare and 
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strengthea Mni to pass through his mortal agony 
in a uhristian manner. 

However, the above-mentioned Sacraments, 
dve in number, viz.: ‘‘Baptism,” “Confirma- 
tion,” “Holy Eucharist,” “ JPenance,” and 
“Extreme Unction,” may be seen to be all 
directed for the benefit of each particular mem- 
ber of the Christian society individually, anti 
hencfe the number would plainly bo incomplete 
except it were also to bo taken into account that 
God has created man for society, and that his 
social, equally with his personal or individual 
existence, likewise needs to be provitled for. But 
social existence needs to be provided for in two 
respects : first, in respect of its government, by 
which all its separate parts are preserved in their 
proper mutual order and dependence ; and 
secondly, as the human creation has incurred the 
penalty of death by its sin, and is also endowed 
with the power to multiply and increase by pro- 
pagation, human society, as such, needs that 
the laws and conditions hy which this multipli- 
cation is to be regulated, should be known and 
fixed. ^ This, then, has been effected for the 
Christian society by the two sacraments which 
complete the number of seven The Sacrament 
of Holy Orders provides for the due government 
of the Christian society ; and the natural contract 
of marriage, from which the family is appointed 
to spring, has been raised to the honoxir of being 
constituted a Sacrament of the Kew Law, being 
thereby also restored to its original dignity of 
being made for ever indissoluble, until the death 
of one of th-e two oontraoting parties sets th^ 
survivor at*Hberty» * 
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1 5. Tlirec of tbo Sacramento especially needed. 

It may be briefly observed that all tbe Sacra- 
ments are not e<|'aaily necessary, and that of the 
seven, three are to be especially distinguished. 
Baptism, wliioh is necessary to all, without dis- 
tinction of persons, as Christ has declared in the 
words : ‘'‘Except a man be born again of water 
and of the Holy Ghost he cannot enter into the 
kingduni of heaven'’ (John, iii. 5). Penance, 
a^am, is necessary to all who, after Baptism, 
h?we fallen into any mortal sin, for it is impos- 
sible to avoid eternal reprobation otherwise than 
by ])cing truly penitent for the siti that has been 
committed. lire )Sacrament of Holy ^Orders, 
again, though not necessary to all the faithful, is 
indispensable to the well-being and existence of 
the (liurch. 

If, however, as the Catechism of the Council 
of Trent Justly observes, respect be had to in- 
trinsic dignity, the Holy Eucharist greatly sur- 
passes ail the other sacraments in both the 
number and the greatness of its mysteries.

St. Thomas of Ac[uin commences his first great 
work of theology, known as the “ Summa contra 
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Genliles,** hj quoting the inspired words of 
Solomon in the Book of Proverbs : My mouth 
shall meditate truth, and my lips shall detest the 
impious man” (viii. 7). He goes on to reason 
that the end o! the universe is truth, and refers 
to the words of our Lord, that when He, the 
Divine Wisdom, came into the world clothed in 
mortal flesh, He bore witness of Himself, saying : 

For this end was I horn, and to this end came 
I into the world, that I should bear witness to 
the truth” (John, xviii. S7). 

Understand, then, good Christian, that after 
the pattern and example shown to thee by thy 
Lord and Master, then also hast been born and 
hast been sent into the world to bear witness to 
the truth . But this bearing witness to the truth 
is to be done in two ways ; the first is when the 
mouth meditates the truth, in the hearing and 
for the benefit of those who aire well disposed to 
listen, as we have an example of our Lord when 
He said to the lawyer: ‘"Qaiou hast rightly an- 
swered; this do and thou shalt live” (Luke, x. 
28). The second is when we come across any 
si^al manifestation of impiety and blasphemy, 
and then the rule to be observed is that the 
Christian should bear witness to the truth, by 
his lips openly and without scruple “detesting 
the impious man;” “my lips,” sap the in- 
»jpired proverb, “ shall detest the impious man-” 
It was thus that our Lord’s lips detested the im- 

f ious man, when He said to the hypocritical 
'harisees: “ Ye generation of vipers, how shall 
you escape the judgment of hell” (Matt, xxiii, 
33) j and it was thus also that St. Paul’s lips 
delated the impious Elymas, when full of the 
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Holy Ghost, and looking fixedly upon him, he 
said* : ‘ ‘ Oh, full of all craft and all deception, 
child of the devil and enemy of all justice, wilt? 
thon not desist from suhverting the right ways 
of the Lord ?’ (Acts, xiii. 10.) To refrain from, 
doing this for no better reason than through 
cowardice is to risk incurring a terrible judg- 
ment of leprobation. The coward% it should he 
here carefully remembered, stand first before all 
other evil-doers on the list of those of whom it is 
said in the Book of the Apocalypse, ** that they 
have their place in the lake that burns with fire 
and brimstone” (xxi 8). 

5 2. The duty of oponly detesting the prevalent sin of the 
denial of the existence of God. 

One of the impieties which eveiyone who 
names the holy^ name Jesus Christ should learn, 
that it is, especially at the present time, a most 
sacred duty to detest mth his lips, according to 
the examples above given, is the prevailing sin. 
of the denial of the existence of God. 

It is a very common thing to hear this denial 
falsely and audaciously spoken of as if it was not 
in any sense an impious sin against the majesty 
of God, but only a perfectly legitimate right of 
reasonable liberty. On this account it is ur- 
gently necessary that the Christian should be 
rightly instructed in this particular duty* Be- 
cause God in heaven is seen to be very long- 
suffering and very patient, for the reason that 
He knows that all flesh must come before Him 
for Judgment (both those who deny Him equally 
with those who fear Him) j this patience and longv 
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Suffering of God is no excuse wliy tbe Christian 
should not hear witness to the truth. Ikcause it 
is the will of Christ that the tares and the %vlieat 
grow in the same field np to the time of the har- 
vest, the Christian must xindorstand that this rule 
of God constitutes for him no reason -u hyjiis lips 
should not do their duty and detest the impious 
man, and especially tiie man who sins against 
God by denying His existence. A Jew, hearing 
the impious man denying the exibtcnce of (iod, 
is bound by the law of Moses to tear his gar- 
ments, to Signify his liorror and detestation of 
the sin. A Mahometan, in the same manner, 
hearing the evil man blaspheming God by his 
impious denial,? is m like manner required to 
detest Mm with his lips. Do thou, then, O 
Christian soul, remember thy duty, and be not 
afraid or slow to detest with thy lips this impious 
denial. 

Eemember, 0 Christian, that to thee is en- 
trusted a very much greater measure of the 
knowledge of God than is possessed by either 
the Jew or the Mahometan. The Jew and the 
Mahometan only know the One simreme God in 
His unity — the former, as the God who has 
spoken to the particular people of Israel by the 
mouth of Moses and the prophets ; the latter, as 
the God whom they believe to have spoken to a 
certain number of the tribes of men by one whom 
they mistakenly account to be His prophet, 
Mahomet. 

All the knowledge which is possessed by the 
Jews has been made over to thee in Christ. As 
Bt. Faul says : ** Qod, who at sundry times and 
*in divers manners spoke to the Fathers in the 
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prophets, hath of late in these days spoken fco ns 
hy His Son, ’whom He hath appointed heir of all 
things, and hy whom He made the world” 
(Heb. i i).

This 
Di\iiic XVrson ref’civod from the Eternal Father 
the mission to take tiesh from the ^lost Blessed 
Virgin Mary, and to become the very and true 
Man CJlirist'lesnH, whom the Jews put to death, 
and who, by the. mentorious sacxifice of Himself 
on the cio'iS of (Jalvary, has jjurchased foralHhe 
chihhen of Adam the grac^ of redemption and 
of their admissibility into the Christian covenant 
of Biptism. In order, however, that all the 
children of Adam might be actually brought into 
His covtmant of redemption, as He was sent by 
the Eternal Father to take a human nature and 
to come into the "world, so He sends His Church 
into all the nations of the entire world to preach 
the Cospcl to every creature and to baptise ail 
in the name of the Father, the Son, and the Holy 
(diost B. The Divine Person of the Holy 
Ghost. ’Without the work of this Divine Person 
of the Holy Trinity, the work of our redemption 
would not have been complete. His coming has 
been purchased for us by the Ascension of Christ

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into heaven. He is called in the Hicene Creed 
*‘the Lord and Giver of Life,” and He is the 
Author of our sanctification. It is His Spirit 
which is the source of the grace of the Sacraments 
of the Church , He is the Giver of His sevenfold 
gifts of the Spirit, of the (1) Fear of the Lord ; 
(2) of Piety ; (3) of ^inowledge ; (4) of Fortitude ; 
(5) Counsel ; (6) Understanding ; (7) Wisdom ; 
and twelve fruits of His presence are mentioned 
by St. Paul in Gal. v. 22.

U. The Council ol Trent on iho Holy Sacrifice of the 
iNluss. 

Seking,” so runs the decree of this Council, 
that under the former covenant, according to 
tlie testimony of the Apostle Paul, by reason of 
the weakness of the Lcviticai priesthood, there 
was not a perfect service {conmmmafio mn emt), 
it was necessary (God, the Father of mercies, so 
ordering it) that another Priest should rise up, 
according to the order of Meichisedech — our 
Lord Jesus Christ-*- who should be able to con- 
summate, and bring -to perfecticto/alVas'many 
as were to be sanctified, He, therefore, our God 
and our Lord, although He was afterwards about 
to offer Himself to God the Father, by His death, 
once on the altar of the Cross, that He might 
there work out au eternal redemption, neverthe- 
less, for the reason that His Priesthood was -not 
to be annulled by His death, in the Last Supper, 
on the night when He was betrayed, in order 
that He might leave to His beloved Spouse, the 
Church, a vtBibh mcnfice, such as the nature of 
men requires, by which tlie bloody sacrifice that 
was to be once for all accomplished on the Cr^s, 
might be represented, and its memOTy be k^t

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np to tlie end of time ; as also in order tliat its 
salutary efficacy might be applied to tlie remis- 
sion of the sins which are daily committed by ns, 
He, declaring Himself to be constituted a Priest ^ 
for ever, after the order of Melohisedech, offered ‘ 
His Body and Blood nnder the species of bread 
and wine, and gave them tinder the symbols of 
the same things to His Apostles, to be taken by 
them ; He, constituting them at that moment to 
be priests of the new covenant, and commanding 
them and their successors in the priesthood to 
continue to offer them, using these words : * Do 
this for the keeping me in remembrance,^ as the 
Catholic Church has always understood and 
taught. For after He had celebrated the old 
Pasch, which the multitude of the ohildx'cn of 
Israel sacrificed in memory of their escape out 
of ^ Egypt, He instituted a new Pasch — to wit, i 
Himself— to be offered by the Church, through 
the ministry of the priests, under visible sym- 
bols, in memory of His passage out of tbk ySrorld 
to His Father ; when Ho redeemed us by the 
shedding of His Blood, and delivered us from the 
powers of darkness, and translated us into His 
kingdom. And this is that *pure oblation/ 
which cannot be stained by any unworthiness or 
malice of those who offer it; which the Lord I 
foretold, by His prophet Malachias, «was to be 
offered a clean offering in every place to His 
name, which was to become great among the 
Gentiles (Malach. i« 11) ; and which oblation the 
Apostle Paul by no means obscurely indicates, 
when, writing to the Corinthians, he says, *that 
they who are polluted by the pai'taking of the 
table of the devils cannot be partakers of the 
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table of the Lord/ in either case understanding 
the altar by the word ‘ table*’ This, in a word, 
is the sacrifice wMcli was figured under the simi- 
litudes of the various sacrifices that were ofiered 
both before the law and under the law, compre- 
hending in itself all the good things that were 
signified by^ them, as being their consummation 
and perfection.’’ (Sess. xxii. Of the Sacrifice of 
the Ifass, ) 

We may readily perceive, from these words of 
the Council of Trent, that nothing can be more 
august and of more inestimable value than the 
Victim who is offered on the altar in the Holy 
Sacrifice of the Mass* It is in this way, as we 
may learn to our great edification, how the Wis- 
dom of Ood has provided for the memory of the 
Bloody Sacrifice of the Cross being kept up in 
the minds of men as long as the world shall last, 
and how the assemblies of the Church for public 
worsliip have received the gift of a sacrifice the 
value of which nothing can equal. 

Our Lord may say to His Christian people. 

What is there that I could have done for my 
vineyard that I have not done for it ?” All the 
worship of God, ever since the days when Abel 
offered a more acceptable offering than Cain up 
to the times of Jesus Christ, has been celebrated 
by the service of an altar, and by the offering of 
sacrifice upon it. Jesus Christ, the Heavenly 
Shepherd, who gathers all the tribes and kindreds 
of the earth round His altar to offer their wor- 
ship to their Father in heaven, could not but 
desire to render their assemblies so honourable, 
and to give such an unfailing charm to them, 
that His people might be able to say at all times: 
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I was glad when they said imto me we will <>o 
into the house of the Lord.” To this ead He 
could give, no greater gift to His people than 
Himself. 


12. It is not lawful to offer the worship of sacrilflco to 
any except to the one true Supreme God. 

It is dearly to be understood that the worship 
01 sacrifice is the exclusive prerogative of the 
one Supreme God of heaven and earth, and that 
this worship cannot be given to any created beiip-*- 
whether angel or saint. The universal error of 
human life, after the deluge of Hoah, consisted 
m the populations of the earth being deceivcnl 
their sacrifices to created beings to 
the disparagement of the worship exclusively due 
to the Divine Creator, the one true Sovereign 
Lord and God of the heaven and the eartli. The 
distance which separated man, who had falien 
into sin, from the God of heaven was felt to be 
too terrible, and hence lesser and more familiar 
objects m devotion drew the nations aside into 
Hebrew people gave continual proofs 
th04same temptation as the 
other nations, for they were found continually 
erecting altars to lesser objects of worship, from 
winch the severe punishments they continually 
incurred with difficulty restrained them. It was 
not untilthe Godof heaven had condescended to 
beemne the Son of the Blessed Virgin Mary, and 
to dwell familiarly in the midst df His 4opIe 
Holy Hucharist present 
in tfee holy Tabernacle, that the temptation to 
f Mofatxy has been efleotually 
teoketi; ®Hs has been effected by the familmrity 
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of friondsiiip between God and man, which ex- 
isted at first in Paradise, having been restored in 
the mystery of the Holy Eucharist. Aithoxsgh, 
then, the Church has sanctioned the custom of 
Masses being celebrated to the memory and the 
honour of the Saints, it has always taught that 
the sacrifice is olfered to the one God who has 
crowned the saints in everlasting glory. Eor 
this reason tiie i->riest never says, I otier sacrifice 
to thee, Peter, and to thee, Panl ; hut while he 
offers the sacrifice to the one God, he renders his 
thanks for the -wonderful victoi'y of the most 
blessed martyrs, and he implores their patronage 
in such a manner that they may deign to inter- 
cede foi‘ ns in the heavens, whose memory we 
exert oursoives to perpetuate upon the earth. 


1 3. wkfti satiroo this doctrine of a aaorifioe and a 
priestliood oi the New I^aw is derived. 

To continue to cite the words of the Catechism 
of the Council of Trent : “ This doctrine which 
the Oatliolic Church teaches respecting the truth 
of this sacriilce is receivi&d from the words of the 
|i>rd Himself, when on that last night commend- 
in*-*- these sacred mysteries to His Apostles, He 
sa?d, ** Bo tliis in commemoration of me” (Luke, 
xxii. 19)* Bor then it was, as the Holy Council 
defines, that He ordained them priests, and com- 
manded that they and all who should ever after 
raccccd to them in the office of priests, should 
consecrate and offer His Body and Blood. And 
this the w-ords written to the Corinthians suffi- 
ciently prove. If on cannot dHnk of the chalice 
of the Lord, and of the chalice of the demons ; 
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yon cannot be partakers of tbe table of the Lord: 
and of tlie table of the demons. For as the table 
of the demons can be understood of nothing else 
except of the altar on which sacrifice was offered 
to them, so, taking the natoai interpretation of 
the Apostles words, the table of the Lord can 
signify nothing else except the altar in which 
sacrifice was offered to the Lord. 


I i. By what figures and prophecies this sacrifice was 
formerly predicted. 

If we seek for figures and prophecies of this 
sacrifice from the Old Testament, we meet with 
the principal prophecy of it in the following 
words of the Prophet Malachy : ‘‘From the ris- 
ing of the sun to the setting My ITame is great 
among the Gentiles, and in every place sacrifice 
IS celebrated, and there is offered to My Name a 
clean oblatmu, for My Name is great among the 
nations, saith^ the Lord of Hosts (Mai. i? 11), 
Moreover, this sacrifice has been foretold by 
many various kinds of sacrifice, as well before as 
after the giving of the law. For aU the good 
things which wore signified in these sacrifices, 
this one offering comprises, as being their con- 
summation and perfection. But in no one among 
them do we see a more complete image and re-' 
flection of It than in the sacrifice of Melchisedech.. 

Saviour, declaring Himself to be con- 
stituted for ever a Priest after the order of Mel- 
chi^dech^, in the Last (Paschal) Supper offered 
to^God the Father His own Body and Bipod 
under the species of Bread and Winl . 
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5. The same Sacrifice which was offered on the Cross 
is renewed in the Hass. 

It is to be firmly field, and accordingly we 
confess tfie same, that it is one and tlie same 
sacrifice wfiicfi is celebrated in tfie Mass, and 
whicli was offered upon tlic cross, as tfie Victim 
offered is one and the same, to wit, Christ our 
Lord, who once only offered Himself by tfie 
shedding of blood on tfie altar of tfie Cross. For 
tfio bloody and tfie bloodless sacrifice arc not 
two, but one victim, tfie sacrifice of wfiicfi, after 
tfie Lord has given tlic command, “ Do tins in 
memory of Me, is daily renewed in tfie celebra- 
tion of tfio Mass. 


? G. The per-son of the Friosi is the same in both. 

There is also but one and the same Ifiiest, 
Christ the Lord. For tfie ministers who cele- 
brate tfio sacrifice do not a);)})ear in thoir own 
persons, but in tfie person of Chri.st, when they 
make His Body and Blood, as this is ])lainly 
proved by the words of consecration. For tfie 
priest docs not say, this is the Body of Christ, 
but THIS IS MY BODY. As representing the per- , 
son of Christ the Lord, fie efiangos tfie substance 
of tfie bread and %vine into tfie true substance of 
His Body and Blood. 


1 7. As the Hass is a sacrifice of praise, so also it is a 
sacrifice of propitiation. 

Such being tfie case, it is to be taught, without 
tfie least hesitation, as the Holy Council lias laid 
dowm, that tfie Holy Sacrifice of the Mass is not 
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oaly a sacrifice of praise and thanksgiving, or a 
bar© commemoration of the sacrifice which ■syiib 
ofiered upon the cross, bnt a true propitiatory 
sacrifice by,- which, God is rendered propitious 
and is reconciled to ns. For which reason it is 
not to be doubted, bitt that if with a pure heart, 
a lively faith, and smitten with an intimate seiine 
of our sins, we celebrate and ofier the most holy 
sacri fieo, we shall obtainmercy from G od and grace 
and aid in due season. For the Lord so accepted 
the sweet savour of the sacrifice, tlmt granting 
to us tile gifts of penitence and grace, lie will 
pardon our sins. Hence tlie solemn expression 
in tiie Liturgy of the Church, *Lis often as tlie 
connnenioration of this Victim is ceh^brated, so 
often the work of our salvation isropeoted, inas- 
much as through tins bloodless sacrifice the 
fruits of the slmdtling of His T31ood fiow to us.

further, it is to be taught that the cificacy of 
tliis sacrifice does not only benefit the celebrant 
and the partaker, but all the faithful, as wcii 
those who &ve now living upon the earth as those 
who ha'^^e died in the Lord and who are not yet 
fully released from their sins. It is known' to 
us, from a most certain tradition handed clovrn 
from the Apostles, that it is olferod not less to 
the advantage of the deceased, than for the sins, 
•j the penances, and the satisfaction of the living, 
and all calamities and distresses wdiatsocvcr.

After the Preface follows the Caaoii of the Mass, or the 
most; sacred, and solemn part of this ditme service, which 
is read with a low voice, as well to express the silence of 
Christ in His passion, and His hiding at that time His 
glory and divinity, as to signify the vast importance of 
that common cause of all mankind, which the priest is then 
representing, as it were, in secret to the ear of God, and 
the reverence and awe with which both priest and people 
ought to assist at these trememlous mysteries. 

The Canon begins by the Invoking of the Father of , 
mercies, through Jesus Christ His Son, to accept this sacri- 
fice for the holy Catholic Church, for the Pope, for the 
Bishop, and for all the professors of the orthodox and apos- 
tolic faith throughout the world. Then follows the Me- 
mento, or commemoration of the living, for whom in 
particular the priest intends to offer up that Mass, or who 
have been particularly recommended to his prayers. To 
which is added a remembrance of all there present, with a 
solemn commemoration of the Blessed virgin, .'f the 
apostles, martyrs, and all the saints, to honour their me- 
mory by naming thorn in the sacred mysteries, to com- 
municate with them, and to beg of God the help of their 
intercession, through Jesus Christ our Lord. During this 
part of the Canon you may say :

I T often happens that Christians, through dis- 
tance of place, indisposition, or other xmavoid- 
able impediments, are hindered from being pre- 
sent at the Holy Sacrifice of the Mass ; in which 
cases it is proper that they should endeavour to 
assist thereat at least in spirit, which may be 
done with great fruit to their souls in this 
manner : 

Let them make choice of a proper time in the 
morning, and either by themselves, or if they 
have a family, summoning them together, let 
them go into their oratory, and there present 
themselves in spirit before the altar of God; 
after having bewailed their misfortune in being 
kept from these heavenly mysteries, let them

1. A ‘bxief instraotaon oa tlie Sacrament of Penance. 

I H the same maimer, says the Catechism of the 
CoTincil of Treot, as the frailty and weak- 
ness of human nature is well known to all, and 
as everyone may easily know this from his own 
experience, so no one can he ignorant of the 
great need there exists for the Sacrament of 
Penance. Baptism is given once for all and can 
never be repeated, whereas the Sacrament of 
Penance comes to he required every time that 
there occurs a serious fall into sin after the Sa- 
orament of Baptism. Hence the Council of 
Trent declares that the Sacrament of Penance 
is equally necessary to those who have fallen 
into sin after baptism, as the Sacrament of Bap- 
tism itself is needed by those who have not been 
regenerated. Hence, also, the current saying 
attributed to St. Jerome, which all who have 
treated of sacred things so universally approve, 
** that %>&mnce is a second planh after shipwreck f 
Eor in the same way as when the ship has been 
wrecked, there still remains one chance of saving 
life if it is possible to lay hold of a plank from 
the wreck, so when the innocence of baptism 
has once been lost, , except recourse can be had 
to the plank of penance, there is but too much 
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reason to despair of an escape from the wreck. 
And here we have by no means a truth that is 
solely the concern of those who are pastors of 
souls, it is a truth to be incessantly urged upon 
the whole body of the faithful, lest perhaps 
there be found among them a certain indiffer- 
ence and carelessness about a thing which is so 
sujjremely necessary. Mindful of the common 
frailty, their most earnest desire should ever be 
that they may walk by the aid of divine grace 
in the way of the Lord without any stumbling or 
fall. ^ ShouM they, however, come to fall, then 
turning their eyes to the wonderful goodness of 
God, who as a loving Shepherd is wont to bind 
up the wounds of His sheep, and to apply heal- 
ing medicines to them, they should never suffer 
themselves to entertain the thought that the 
most salutary yemedy of penance is to be de- 
ferred to another time. 

CChe evil oonsequences of delay are manifold. 
1. In a state of mortal sin, every other mortal 
sin committed becomes more aggravated in its 
character. 2. The commission of one mortal 
sin makes a second easier, and this leads to a 
third, and so on. 3. In a state of mortal sin, a. 
man loses the value of all the good works that 
he may do. They avail nothing for everlasting 
life. Neither alms, nor prayers, nor fasts, nor 
even martyrdom itself, can profit a man, if he 
has not repented of his sins. 4. To continue in 
sin, shuts by degrees the door of divine mercy, 
until at last scarce any hope is left of obtaining 
pardpn^ from God. Lastly, just as the longer a 
stain is left pn a garment, the more difiSlciilt it is 
to reriiQve, and the'longer we neglect to cleanse 
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OTir chambers or onr persons the more defiled 
they become ; so the longer the soul n^lects to 
purge itseM by confession, the more difficult the 
work becomes, and the more intricate, on ac- 
count of the number of sins and ‘anxiety of 
mind, imtil at last even an experienced confes- 
sor may be unable to extricate the soul from its 
miserable state ; and thus the worm of consci- 
ence is begotten and nourished, which, though 
it may not be felt in life, will assuredly sting 
cruellv in the hoiir of death, and much more in 
that place where the worm never dieth, and the 
fire is not cpienched. 

\ 2, The Parts of Penaace. 

It is not necessary here to enter at any length 
upon the parts of penance. It will be sufficient 
to mention that they are three — co7i$Titio7it 'coTtr 
fesaiorif and satisfaction, which are absolutely 
necessary for the perfection of the sacrament 
and for salvation. ^ 

True contrition consists in a hearty sorrow 
and detestation of our sins, because by them we 
have offended God, whom we ought to love 
above all things. To tliis sorrow must be joined 
a firm purpose of amendment of life, and of 
never wilfully sinning again. ^ 

In order that confession may be valid, it 
must be, 1, entire ; that is, all mortal sins, as to 
their number and character, must be laid open 
to the priest ; 2, faUlifuly that is, true and sin- 
cere ; 3, diligent, that is, it must be preceded 
by due diligence and care in the ‘examination of 
conscience. By satisfaction is meant the per- 
formance of the penance enjoined by tie priest. 
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as well as other penitential works, which we do 
in satisfaction for the sins we have committed ; 
and which works are of toee kinds— prayear, 
almsgiving, and fasting, and other corporal 
austerities , 

§ 8. Causes wMcb. render Confession invalid. 

1. When any mortal sin is omitted wilfully, 
from shame or any other motive. 

2. When a falsehood is told in confession con- 
cerning any mortal sin, known to be mortal. 

3. When any mortal sin is forgotten, which 
might have been remembered with proper dili- 
gence in self-examination. 

4. When there is not a full purpose of aban- 
doning sin, and avoiding all dangerous occasions 
of sin. 

5. When the penitent is under any sentence 
of excommunication, and has not been absolved 
from it previously to confession. 

6. When the penitent, having sins of some 
consequence to confess, deliberately chooses a 
young or unskilful confessor, who is not experi- 
enced in cases of conscience. 

$ 4. Prayer before Exammation of Consdeace. 

O most merciful God, I give Thee most humble 
and hearty thanks for all Thy mercies unto me, 
and, particularly at this time, for Thy forhearance 
and ioug-snffermg with me, notwithstanding my 
many and grievous sins.

Re- 
buke me not in Thine anger, and cast me not 
away from Thy face, 0 good Jesus, who hast 
said that Thou wiliest not the death of a sinner, 
but rather that he should be converted and live.

5 1* Brief mstruetian for intending communicants. 

“TIT tlio same manner oE all the sacred mys~ 
JL tcries, which our Lord has given to ns as 
most certain chamielsof Uis grace, there is none 
that can be comx>ared with the most holy Sacra- 
jneut of the Eucharist; so there is no punishment 
of any crime to be apprehended at the hand of 
God greater than w’ould be incurred if a thing 
so full of all sanctity, or rather which contains 
the very Eonntain and Author of all sanctity 
Himself, were found to be treated by the faith- 
ful in a manner contrary to holiness and religion.” 
The above words, taken from the Catechism of 
the Council of Trent, are very fitting to be taken 
seriously to heart by all those who intend to 
approach the table of the Lord as communi- 
cants. The Catccliism continues thus: “This 
the Apostle very clearly saw in his wisdom, and 
has expressly admonished us on the subject. 
For when he declared the dreadful nature of the 
sin of those who did not discern the Lord’s Body, 
he immediately adds, * Therefore many among 
you are infirm and helpless^ and many of you 
deep ’ (1 Cor. xi. 30).” 

To be able to approach so sacred a gift of our 
liOrd and Master, Jesus Christ, as the Holy 
Eucharist in a becoming, religious, and Christian 
manner, a suitable preparation cannot hut be 
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necessary. we hscvc two tMiigs to con- 

sider—cl) That the exceeding holiness of the 
sacrament to which we are about to draw near, 
necessarily needs a corresponding serious and 
diligent preparation ; and (II. ) That as our 
Lot?I instituted His sacraments for the use and 
benefit of mcib out of His great love and mercy 
to them, it is not His will that we should frighten 
ourselves away from His mercy by saying to 
ourselves, as the men of Kethsames said on the 
appearance of the Ark of <Iod amongst them, 
“ Who can stand in the presence of this^ holy 
God ; to whom of us shall He come?” (1 Kings, 
vi 20. ) Hot ns hear what the Catechism of the 
Council of Trent has to say on the subject of 
this preparation. ' . , ^ . 

And, drst, that it may be ^epute evident how 
necessary is the preparation of which we have 
spoken, we should place before ourselves the ex- 
ample of our Saviour. For before He gave to 
His Apostles the sacramentof His Precious Body 
and Blood, He washed thoir feet, although they 
were already clean, thereby to signify what 
great diligence would be needed on our part,’ 
lest anything should be WMiting to a faultless 
innocence and integrity of mind when we ^e 
about to receive such sacred mysteries. Se- 
condly, the faithful should understand in what 
manner whoever receives the Holy Eucharist 
witli a devout and properly -prepared mind, is 
adorned with very ample gifts of heavenly 
grace ; whereas if anyone receives the same un- 
prepared, he not only reaps no advantage, but 
rather incurs some very severe penalties and 
visitations. For this is a characteristic proper 
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to all ereat and salutar^r things, ■ that if we re^ 
ceive them at the right time they are extremely 
■beneficial, but taken at a wrong time they bring 
with them rain and destruotiom On which ac* 
-count it is not to be in any degree a subject of 
wonder, that the immense and most mar^ellons 
gifts of God, when they are received by a welh 
prepared mind, render the very greatest aid in 
obtaining the glory of heaven, while the same 
gifts bring everlasting death in their train whan 
we come near to receive them unworthily. 

The first preparation, then, that the faithful 
should learn to make will consist in rightly dis- 
cerning between table and table--the table that 
is sacred from the others that are prctfane, and 
the bread which came down from heaven from 
that which is common. This is done when we 
believe without doubting that the true Body and 
Blood of the Iiord is there present, whom the 
angels in heaven adore, at whose nod the pillars 
of the earth are shaken and tremble, and with 
whose glory the heaven and earth are full. This 
is to discern the I/ord's Body, as the Apostle has 
admonished us to do, although it is far more 
becoming that we should learn to venerate the 
exceeding greatness of the mystery, rather than 
be too busy to push curious inquiries in the wav 
of disputations into its truth. 

The next preparation that is especially needed 
is "^at each one should put the question to him- 
ee^ whether he is at peace with all others, and 
whether ho loves his neighbour in deed and in 
tath ; remembering the words in St. Matthew’s 
Gospel : ‘‘If thou ofierest thy gift at the altar, 
and being there, thou renaemberest that thy 
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brother hath mgM against thee, leave thy gift 
there before the altar, and first go to be recon- 
dM to thy brother, and then coming thou shalt 

ofier thy gift.” 

After this, wo must ruligently examine our 
conscience, lest we may be contaminated with 
some deadly sin for which mi have yet to do 
penance, in order that it may first bo removed 
by t!ic medicine of contrition and confession. 
For it is ruled by the holy CVmncil of Trent that 
if anyone is conscious of the guilt of mortal sin, 
it is not lawful for him, however contrite he 
may imagine hinmeif to be, to apijroach the 
holy Communion before ho has made his sacra- 
mental confoBsion, provided he can obtain access 
to a priest. 

Then we should silently, m oar own mmds, 
©onsider.how unworthy we are to be the re- 
ceivers of so great a gift from God. In pursu- 
ance of which tliougbt we should often call to ^ 
our minds the wonls of the Centurion, which ' 
drew from our Lor<l the exclamation, that He 
had not found so great faiths no. not in Israel ; 
and we should often say with him, ^^Lord^Iam 
not worthy ilmt Thmi dmultkt enter mder my 
roqfJ' Often, also, we should ask ourselves the 
o^uestion, whether it is in our power to use the 
words of St. Teter, Lord, Thou knomest that J 
love TlmT And, again, -we shall do very well 
to call to mind that the man who took his seat 
at the Lord’s Supper witliout a nuptial garment 
was cast into a dark prison and sentenced to an 
everlasting penalty. 

It can be scarcely necessary to add that the 
commioficaat uBUst m fasting from midnight, as 
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also that the decree of the last Lateran CoiiEcii, 
confirmed by the Coimcii of Trent (XIII. Sess., 
can. IX.)» requires from all the faithful an ap- 
j>roach to the Sacraments of Penance and the 
JSoly Eucharist at least once in the year during 
the Paschal season.

jxiore , and fx*om a natural and ciTil contract raised it to tlie 
dignity of a sacrament. And St. Baui declared it to Ije a 
reWseatatian of tiiat sacred union wMch Jesus Christ had 
fomed mth His spouse the Church. “ This is a great 
sacrament j hut I speak in Christ and in the Church^* 

sacrament was instituted hy Jesus Christ, in order 
to bestow on those who cuter into the married state a par- 
ticular grace, to enable them to discharge all the duties 
xeauiredof them. Itenables them to Uvetogether in union, 
neace and love. 'It strengthens and purifies that natural 
afftiotioii, which, founded cm virtxie, and sanctioned by reli- 
gion canaloneconstitutethehappinossof amarriedlifc. It 
corrects the inconstancy of the human heart; it softens 
down the asperitiw of temper, and enables each party to 
bear with each other’s defects, with the same indulgence 
as if they wore their own. It causes them to entertaia 
gentiments of mutual resiH'ct, to preserve inviolable fide- 
lity towards each other, and to vanquish every unlawful 
desire. It gives grace to subdue or re^ulato the motions 
of concupiscence, and to avoid every impropriety incon- 
sistont with the sanctity of their state. Bor there is an 
innocence and purity a« nccosnary in a married as in a 
single life. It morccjvor gives thorn grace to discharge 
well that most important duty of training up their chu- 
dren in the fear' and love of Gotl. For these duties au- 
neiod to the married ftiato cannot be fulfilled without 
great exertions, nor wiU those exertions be saceessfjul with- 
out the blessing and grace of God. 

Therefore they who intend to enter into this state ought 
to proceed with the greatest prudence, and make the best 
possible preparation, that they may obtain these precious 
and abundant graces from the Almighty. 

1 , They ought to implore the Divine assistance, by fer- 
vent and devout prayer, to guide them in their choice of a 
proper person ; for on the prudent choice which they make 
feu very much depend tiieir happiness, both in this life 
and in the next. They should be guided by the good 
character and virtuons dispositions of the person of their 
choice, rather than by riches, beauty, or any other worldly 
considerations, which ought to be but secemdary motives. 

2. They ought to enter into this holy state with the 
pure intartion of promoting the honour and glory of God, 
and the sanctification of their own souls ; and not from 
any merely earthly motive, or for sensual gratification 
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8. They ought, moreover, to seletit a person of tbeir own 
religion ; for the Catholic Church hiw always, hy every 
means in her power, discouraged misied murrjagu'j ; and 
experieuce shows, that a want of umon m faith hetwcen 
the hwsbanrt and wife is frequently attended with the 
worst consequences both to themselves and to ilioirohildreu, 
A Catboluj, on marrying a person of another ivli{;iun,<ian- 
not he allowed to enter inti> au agreement that any of the 
children shall he brought up in any other than the Cathoiu* 
faiili, . , 

4. Before they make any advance in a matter of sndi 
great importance, they ought to asceitain whether tiusre 
he any impediment to prevent their lawtul anion ; and 
parents are in duty bound to prevent too great an inti- 
macy between their children and relations within the pro- 
hibited degrees of kindred- Ftrst^ second, (znd third c&ui/iiis 
are within the prohiHUd degrees, 

5, They who intend to marry ought to ask the advic© of 
their parents or guardians, &c. 

6* Those who keep company with a view to marriage 
should be careful never to take or ahow any indocont fami- 
liarities,* for these are sinful, and draw down upon theni 
the just indignation of God, in place of that blessing of 
which they then stand so much in iiei’d, 

7. It is also advisable, some time previous to thoir mar- 

riage, to inform their director of their inteutiuiis, tliat so 
he may have time and oxiporlunity to point out to them 
the preparation most useful for thttiu, and instruct them 
in the duties and obligations of tlie state of life into which 
they propose to enter. . . 

8. They must obtain the pardon of thou* sms by wor- 
thily approaching the Sacrament of Pcuauce ; for should 
they receive matrimony without purity of conscience, they 
would deprive themselves of the grace of the sacrament, 
and be guilty of a sacrilegious profanation of this holy

S<;. Dominic, the founderof the Order of Friar-Preachers 
having recourse to the Blessed Virgin in order to stem the 
Albigensian heresy, which was spreading 
Itself like a plague over many countries, but especially 
over France, instituted, by special revelation from her, in 
the year X206, and afterwards effectually promulgated, the 
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derotion of tlie Holy Eosary, wliich ever since has pro- 
duced the most marrelious results in the Christian 'world. 

The devotion called the Bosary consists of fifteen. 
PaUr msters and Glorias and one hundred and fifty 
Avc MariaSf dmded into three parts, each containing 
five “ Decades/' or tens ; a decade consisting of one 
Pater, ten Aves, and a Gloria. To each of these decades 
is assigned one of the principal mysteries of the life of 
our Saviour, or his Blessed Mother, as matter of medi- 
tation, whereon the mind is to exercise itself ■whilst at 
prayer, and therefore it is prefixed to every decade. 

The fifteen mysteries, as we have said, are divided into 
three parts, viz., five joyful, five sorrowful, and five 
glorious mysteries. Kow, the method consists in raising 
corresponding affections in the will during the recital of 
each decade, such as the devotion of each one may suggest ; 
for example, in the first part, sentiments of joy for the 
coming of our Redeemer ; in the second, of compassion 
for the sufferings of our Lord, and contrition for our sins, 
which were the occasion of them ; in the third of thanks- 
giving for the exaltation and glory of our Saviour and His 
Blessed Mother, hoping, through the merits of His passion 
and her intercession, to he made partakers of their glory. 
To assist the mind in this exercise, a short meditation and 
prayer is usually given to be used before and after each 
decade. In order to say the Bosary well, we must not be 
satisfied with merely pronouncing the words of the prayers, 
or with a vague and general reflection on the mysteries, 
but endeavour to acquire the habit of reciting them with 
great attention and reverence, at the same time dwelling 
in a vivid manner upon the different mysteries. 

Before beginning the Rosary it is custonmry to xnafee 
the sign of the cross, and say; 

In the name of the Rather, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost. Amen.

After the fifth mystery, in each of the three divisions, 
is said the Salve Regina and the prayers as at p. 378. 

In order to animate all the faithful often to have 
recourse to the Blessed Virgin by using this devotion, 
Pope Benedict XIII. granted, by his Brief, SancUsshnns, 
of April 13, 1726, to all who say with contrition the whole 
Rosary of fifteen decades, or the third part of it of five 
decades 
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1. An indulgence of one hundred days for erery Pater 
nosier and every Ave Maria. 

2. A plenary indtilgence to all who shall say the third 
part of it once every day for a year, on any one day in the 
year after confession and Communion. 

The late Sovereign PontiflP, Pius IX, by a decree of 
the S. Congr. of Indulgences of May 12, 3.851, confirmed 
these indulgences, and granted besides 

8. An indulgence of seven years and seven < 3 uarantines 
to everyone who with contrition shall say a third part of 
the Bosary in company with others, eimer in public or 
private. 

4. A plenary indulgence, on the last Sunday in every 
month, to all who are in the habit of saying with others, 
at least three times a week, the said third part ot the 
Bosary ; and also that on that Sunday they shall, after 
Confession and Communion, visit a church or public 
oratory, and pray there for a time according to the mind 
of his Holiness, 

*’■ To gain these indulgences it is requisite that the Rosa* 
Ties should be blessed by religious of the Order of Priar- 
Preachers, and that, during the recital of the Eosary, 
meditation he made on the mysteries of the Birth, Passion, 
Death, Resurrection, &c., of our Lord Jesus Christ, ac- 
cording to the decree of the S. Congr. of Indulgences of 
August 12, 1726, approved by the aboT^amed Pope 
Benedict XIII. Note, moreover, that our Holy Father 
declared, in his Constitution Pretiosus, of May 16, 1727, 
§ 4, that simple people who could not meditate might 
obtain the indulgence by merely saying the Eosary de- 
voutly. 


THE LIVIKa KOSAET. 

To enable all to join the more readily in the 
recitation of, the Eosary, an association has been 
instituted called the “Living Eosary,” the 
members of which, by reciting daily one decade, 
enjoy the privileges accorded as above. It is 
thus arranged : Eifteen persons form themselves 
into a circle, and divide amongst them by lot 
the fifteen mysteries. Each recites his Our 
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Father and ten Hail Marys daily ; and by this 
means the entire Rosary is gone through by the 
circle every day. The association was confirmed 
by a brief of Gregory XYI., January, 1832.

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Wednesdays. 5. An indnlgenee of 40 days, once a day, 
for saying seven Onr Fathers ” and seven “ Hail Marys,” 
in honour of the seven joys of the Blessed Virgin, viz,, 
those which she had at the Annunciation of the Angel, the 
Visitation, the Nativity, the Adoration by the Magi, the 
Finding of Jesus in the Temple, the Eesarreotion, and •Oie 
Assumption. 6. An indulgence of 100 days for reciting 
the Office of the Blessed yirgin; also for assisting at_a 
funeral, and for attending Mass, and other pious offices, in 
the chapel of the Scapulary ; for showing hospitality to the 
poor, or performing any othCr work of charity. 7. An in- 
dnlgence of five years and five quadrageuce for accompany- 
ing the holy Viatictim when carried to the sick, and praying 
for them. 

All these indulgences are applicable to the souls in purga- 
tory. • 

To gain these indulgences, it is necessary, 1. To bo ad- 
mitted into the Confraternity by a priest who has faeiniies 
for so doing. 2. To wear the Scapular night and day.* ** 
Those who, from any cause, have neglected to wear it, may 
resume it themselves, and enjoy anew all the privileges of 
the Confraternity. 

hTo particular devotions are prescribed ; but it is cus- 
tomary to recite the Litany of the Blessed Virgin, or to say 
seven “Our Fathers,” ” Hail Marys,” and ” Glorias.” 

Pope John XXII. in his Bulla iSabhaiina, declares that 
the Blessed Virgin appeared to him while he wo.8 a cardimil, 
and promised that, on the Saturday after the death of any 
of her religious of the Order of Mount Carmel, and of any 
of the members of her Confraternity of the Scapular, she 
would procure their deliverance from purgatory,. 

To gain the indulgences granted by this Bull, it is neces- 
sary for the members of the Confraternity, 1. To observe 
chastity, according to their state. 2. To recite every day 
the Little Office of the Blessed Virgin, or the Canonical 
Office, if they are able. 3. If they are not able to recite 
either of these offices, to observe the feasts of the Church, 
and to abstain from flesh meat every Wednesday through- 
out the year, except Christmas Day. These two latter con- 
ditions may be commuted by a confessor who has faculties 
for so doing.

(FkOM the ‘‘PBErACE'’ TO THE ‘‘EaCCOLTA/*&C.) 

QIN produces in the soul two most bitter fruits : 
n tlie guilt, v/liicb deprives us of the grace and 
friendship with God ; and the penalty, which 
hijiders us from the enjoyment of God in Para- 
dise. This penalty is of t^vo kinds, the one 
eternal, and the othex' temporal. The fjidlt, to- 
gether with the eternal penalty, is entirely re- 
mitted in the Sacrament of Penance through the 
infinite merits of desus, provided we have ap- 
proached this sacrament with the req^uisxte 
ooxiditions. As regards the temporal penalty, 
this commonly is not entirely remitted in this 
sacrament, hut it remains to be sjttisfied for, in 
this life through the means of good works and 
acts of penance, or else in the next life by the 
fires of purgatory. But who can penetrate the 
deep secrets of the judgments of God? Who 
can ever know wbat Divine Justice will exact 
in satisfaction for our transgressions, or who is 
able to say whether his satisfaction has been ac- 
cepted by God for the remission in full of ail the 
temporal debt w'hich he has incurred ? Or again, 
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to whom will it not appear to be a hard payment 
of the debt to have to satisfy for it in the fire of 
purgatory ? Blessed, therefore,^ and praised be 
for e%'‘er our most merciful Divine Redeemer, 
Jesus Christ, who has conferred upon his Catholic 
Church from its first beginning the power to 
communicate* to us and to cause us to participate 
in the treasure of the Holy Indulgences. In 
virtue of these, with a very slender burden to 
ourselves, we have the power given to tis to 
clear off the whole debt which we owe to the 
Divine Justice for our sins, even though already 
remitted as regards the guilt and the eternal 
penalty, , ^ . 

For, of a truth, as this constitutes a lasting 
treasure in the sight of Cod, being the treasure of 
the merits and satisfaction of Jesus Christ, of 
the most Blessed Virgin, and of the saints, having 
the value of the satisfaction of the Divine Re- 
deemer, which are superabundant and infinite, 
as comprising also those of the most holy Mary, 
and the martyrs, and other saints, t which were 
not required for the expiation of their own 
failings. And by the Council of Trent these are 
called sacred treasures. $ This doctrine is taught 
by the Supreme Pontiff of holy memory, Clement 
VL, as follows§:--Jeaws Christ, hj the super- 
abundant merits oj His Passion, left to His Church 
Militant upon earth an infinite treasure nothidden 
under a bushel, nor concealed in a fteld, hut com-

added, by way of conjunction, the merits of the 
Blessed Virgin, Mother of God, and of all the 
Elect from the first just man to the last. Such 
infinite riches are, and can never be diminished, 
but remain as an immense ocean which suffers 
no loss how much soever may he taken out 
of it. 

It is indeed true that it is not permitted to 
every Christian to make himself master of the 
treasure in his own way, but only how and when, 
and in the greater or lesser degree which the 
Church and the Supreme Roman Pontiff may 
determine. Hence indulgences are commonly 
distinguished into two classes, some are called 
Partial, that is, of so many days or quarantines 
or of one or more years, and others are known 
as Plenary, or in the form of a jubilee. 

By the partial indulgences of days, quarantines, 
or years, the receiver of them gains the remission 
of so much of the temporal penalty which he 
would have had to suffer either in this life or in 
the next, proportionate to the penance he -would 
have had to do according to the ancient discip- 
linary canons of the Church, viz., for so many 
days, quarantines, or years. By the Plenary 
Indulgences, or those in the ‘‘form of jubilee” 
(which are one and the same as regards effect, 
-with the exception that in the “ form pf jubilee ” 
confessors receive the power of jurisdiction to 
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absolve from reserved cases, to dispense from or 
to commute simple vows, &c.}, we receive the 
remission of the entire temporal penalty for 
which we were debtors to God for our sins, 
though in other respects pardoned. In such sort 
that if it should happen to us to die, after having 
worthily received a Picnaiy Indulgence, theo- 
logians say we should go straight to Paradise. 
They say the same also of the holy souls of pur- 
gatory as often as by the way of suffrage for 
them, we gain a Plenary Indulgence in their be- 
half, if it should please the Divine Justice to 
accept it for them. 

Prom ail which, devout reader, it clearly ap- 
pears, of what great value Indulgences are ; how 
great is the benefit, the efficacy, and the spiritual 
advantages they give to the faithful. The Oouncil 
of Trent affirms that the une of lutlulpencps U 
most salutary for the Ohristian people ; and there- 
fore every Christian ought to make it a holy 
duty to himself to take great pains to acquire 
them, as far as he may be able, both for his 
own benefit and by way of suffrage for the de- 
parted. 

But to gain a holy Indulgence more than one 
condition is required. It is, in the first place, 
requisite, in order to the gaining the Indui- 
gence, to be in the state of grace ; for the obvious 
reason, that whoever is giiiity before God of the 
guilt and its penalty, which is eternal, cannot 
possibly be capable of receiving the remission of 
a penalty whidh izt^poral It is thus an ex- 
piece of advice that, before commencing 
the, taj^ prescribed for gaining the Indulgence, 
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where we have no facility for going to confession, 
to make an Act of Oontritiom with the firm pur- 
pose of going to confession, in order to re- 
cover the state of grace if it should have been 

forfeited. . ^ £ 

And as the Church, m opening the treasure of 
sacred Indulgences, has always placed the faith- 
ful under the obligation of performing some good 
work, bound to certain circumstances of time and 
place’ and the like, so in the second x>lace it is 
required, in order to obtain the indulgence, that 
ail the works xirescribed should be devoutly per- 
formed, both as regards the time, the manner, and 
the end in view, according to' the terms expressed 
in the grant of the Indulgence : as, for example, 
kneeling or stmicUng upright, at the of the 

hell, at such m hour, such a dmji contrite and 
having been to confession and Communion, &c. 
And if any of the works prescrihed, either in the 
whole or in notable part, have been 
cither through ignorance, or negligence, or in- 
ability, or if any of the conditions as regards time 
or place, &c. , that have been proscribed, have been 
for any motive whatsover omitted, the Indulgence 
in this case is not gained. 

And here’ it will he proper to take notice of 
certain general decrees of the Sacred Congre- 
gation of Indulgences relating to confession* 
Communion, and prayers, which are works 
almost always enjoined in the concession of In- 

if Mrst, as regards the persons who have the 
ImdaUe msiomof gomgio confmion at Umonce 
a weeh premded they are "nM prevented oy some 
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sufficient cause, such a weekly confession suffices 
for the obtaining the Indulgences which are to 
be gained day by day on fulfilling the prescribed 
conditions without the need of making a new 
confession. Buf such a confession laovld become 
necessary if they Icnew themselves to he guilty ofmiy 
mortal sin committed subsequently to their last 
confession. The Indulgences of the Juhllee^ orcH- 
nary or^ extraordmary, as also those which are 
granted in the form of a Jubilee, are an exception. 
To gain these, it is necessary in addition to the 
other works which are prescribed, to make a 
confession within the time prescribed by the 
concession of the Indulgence, as appears from 
the Decree of the Sacred Congregation of Indul- 
gences, of the 9th December, 1763, approved by 
Clement Xm. 

II. Regarding the Communion to be made 
specially in order to gain Plenary Indulgences, 
albeit that the days for gaining them are fixed, 
nevertheless, on all festivals (when the Indul- 
gence commences at the first Vespers) this 
Communion may he made upon the vigil, that 
is, on the day preceding the festival, agreeably to 
the declaration of the same Congregation of the 
Indulgence, contained in the decree of the 12tli 
of June, 1822, confirmed by Pius VII. 

III. As rega/rds the prayers which are prescribed 
for gaining the Indulgences, these may he recited 
ciMemiaiely, Ihat is, with other persons ; as the 
Mosary, the Litanies, Angelus Domini, the Da 
profmdis, &c. (See thedecree of the above-named 
Congregation, 29th February, 1820.) 

• Lastly, it is necessary in the third place, in 
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order to gain a Plenary Indulgence, and the re- 
mission of all, even venial sins, to make an act of 
detestation of all sin, and to put away all incli- 
nation towards all and each of them. May G-od 
grant that such dispositions, by His divine grace, 
be found in all Christians who are desirons to 
gain the sacred Indulgences , who, besides, are 
supposed to know that, with whatever diligence 
they apply themselves to the work of gaining the 
Indulgences, they shoiild never think themselves 
discharged at any time from the duty of bringing 
forth fruits worthy of penance, together with all 
other holy and penitential works, as also those of 
piety and devotion, in order to give .satisfaction 
to the Divine tlustice for faults that have been 
committed. 

This treasure of Indulgences is passed over by 
many of the faithfiil, for the reason that to very 
many it remains unknown ; and, again also, there 
are those who are ignorant of its value, and there- 
fore do not hold it in the proper esteem they ought 
to have of it. 

I pray you, then, my dear readers, to make the 
choice for yourselves out of all the prayers and 
works of piety which have received the concession 
of Indulgences, as the Lord may inspire you, or 
to which you may find yourselves most attracted, 
or which may be best adapted to your condition 
of life. And I pray you also to be constant in 
the practice of them, both for your own spiritual 
good as also by way of suffrage for the^ souls^ of 
purgatory, renewing every morning the intention 
to gain all the Indulgences which you can gain, 
either by the prayers you may say, or the good 
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works you may do, on that day, as the Idessed 
Leonard says in his Sacred Manual/’ § XXII. 
By this means, your soul, being cleansed from 
ail faults, you may hope with conlidcmco after 
death to attain qtiickiy, to enjoy and love God 
for over in Paradise, a blessing I pray both 
for myself and for you irom the depths of my 
heart.

First Sunday ofAdumt 

fipiST. Eom. xiii. 11-14. — ^BretlireB, kBOwingj 
tilie time, tliat it is now the hour for us to rise 
from sleep ; for now our salTation is nearer than 
when we believed. The night is passed, and the 
day is at hand 5 let ns therefore cast off the woi-ks 
of dai'kness, and put on the armour of light. Let 
ns walk honestly, as in the day; not in rioting 
and drunkenness, not in chamhering and impuri- 
ties, not in contention and strife 5 but put ye on 
tfhe Lord Jesus Christ. 

OosF. Luke xxi. 25-33.— At that time Jesus 
said to his disciples : There shall he signs in the 
sun, and in the moon, and in the stos 5 and upon 
the earth distress of nations, by reason of the con- 
fusion of the roaring of the sea and of the waves, 
men withering away fdr;fear and expectation of 
what shall come upon them, for the powers of 
heaven shall be moved; and then they shall see 
i-he Son of man coming in a cloud with great 
power and majesty.

Second B'vm.dmj of Advents 

Hpist. Horn. XV. 4“13. — Brethren, what things 
soever were written, were written for our learn* 
ing, that, through palienco and the comfort of 
the Scriptures, wo might have hope.

to J ohn what yon have heard and seen. The blind 
see, the lame walk, the lepers are cleansed, tho 
deaf hear, the dead rise again, the poor have the 
gospel preached to them ; and blessed is he that 
shall not be scandalized in me. And when they 
went their way, Jesns began to say to the mnltU 
tndes concerning John, What went yon out into 
the desert to see ? A reed shaken with the wind? 
Bnt what went yon ont to see f A man clothed 
in soft garments ? Behold they that are clothed 
in soft garments are in the houses of kings.

Gosp, John i. 19-28.— At that time the Jews 
sent from Jerusalem priests and Levites to John 
to ask him, Who art thou ? And he confessed, 
and did not deny ; and he confessed, I am not 
the Christ. And they asked him, What then? 
Art thon Elias ? And he said, I am not. Art 
thou the prophet ? And he answered, ITo. They

Epist. 1 Cor. iv. 1-5. — Brethren, lot a man so 
account of us as of tho ministers of Christ, and 
the dfspeusers of the mysteries of Cod. Here 
now it is required among the dispensers, that a 
man be found faithful. But to me, it is a voiy 
small thing to be judged by yon, or by man’s 
day : but neither do 1 judge my own seif. For 
I am not conscious to mysel. of anything, yet 
am I not hereby justified; but he that judgefch 
me is the Lord. Therefore judge not before the 
time; who both will bring to light the hidden 
things of darkness, and will make manifest the 
counsels of the h^rts : and then shall every man 
have praise from God. 

Gosp. Luke iii. 1-6.— In the fifteenth year of 
the reigu of Tiberius Cssesar; Pontius Pilate being 
^vernor of Judea, and Herod being tetrarch of 
HMlip Ms brother tetrarch of Icuxea 
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and the comtiy of ^Traciiotdtis, md Lyaamm 
tetraroli of Abilina, rmder the high priests Annas 
and Oaipbas ; tbe word of tbe Lord came to John 
tbe son of ZJaoliaiy in tho desert. And he came 
mto all tb© cotmtiy about tbe Jordan, preacW 
the baptism of penance for the remission of sins • 
as It is written in the book of the sayings of 
Isaias the prophet : A Toice of one crying in tb© 
wilderness : Prepare ye tbe way of the Lord 
make his paths straight.

Epist. 1 Thess. i. 2-10. — Brethren, w© give 
thanks to God for you all, making a remem- 
brance of you in our prayers without ceasing; 
being mindful of the work of your faith, and 
labour, and charity, and of the enduring of the 
hop© of our Lord Jesus Christ before God and 
O.TO Father : knowing, brethren, beloved of God, 
jwir election; for our gospel hath not been unto 
ym m word only, but in power also, and in the 
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Cl'iiOBt, and in mnoli fulness, as yoti know 
wliat manner of men we kav© been among yon 
for yonr sakes. And you became followers of ns 
md of tbe Lord; receiving tbe word in muoli 
tribulation, with Joy of tbo Holy abost : so fcbat 
yon wore mad© a pattern to aE that believe in 
Macedonia and in Aolxaia. For foom you was 
spread abroad tb© word of tbe Lord, not only in 
Macedonia and in Aobaia, but also in every place 
yonr faitb wbicb is towards God, is gone fortb; 
so that we need not to speak any tbing. For they 
tbomselves relate of ns wbat manner of entering 
in we bad nnto yon ; and bow ye turned to God 
trom idols, to serve tbe living and true God; and 
to wait for bis Son b'om beaven (wbom bo raised 
from tb© dead), Jesus, wbo batb delivered ns 
from tbe wratb to come. 

Gosp. ^Matt. xiii. 31-85.— At that time, Jesus 
spoko ibis parable to tbe multitudes : The king* 
dam of beaven is like to a grain of , mustard- 
seed, wbicb a man took and sowed in bis field: 
wbicb is tbo least indeed of all seeds ; but when 
it is grown up, it is greater tban all berbs, and 
becometb a tree ; so that tb© birds of tb© air 
come, and dwell in tbe branebes tbereof. An-' 
other parable be spoke to them ; Tbe kingdom 
of heaven is like to leaven, wbicb a woman 
took and bid in three measures of meal, until 
tbe whole was leavened. All these things Jesus 
spoke in parables to tbe multitudes, and with- 
out parables be did not speak to them ; that it 
might be fuMlled wbicb was spoken by tbe pro- 
phet, saying, I will open my mouth in parables, 
I will utter things bidden from tb© foundation of 
tbe world.

Beptitagesitiyi Sunday* 

Epist. 1 Cor. is. 24s to s. 6.--Brctln'eii, know 
you not that thoy that run in the mce, all run 
indeodj but one receivctli the prize ? oo run, tuat 
you may obtain. And every one that gtrivctli lor 
the mastery, rofraineth himself Iroui all things : 
and they indeed that they may r'ceoivo a 
ruptible crown, but wo an incorrupiiblo one. X 
therefore so run, not as at an uncertainty ; X so 
fight, not as one beating the air ; but 1 chastise 
my body, and bring it into subjection; lest per- 
haps, when I have preached to others, I myselt 
should have becomo a castaway. For I would 
not have you ignorant, brethren, that our fathers 
were all under the cloud, and all passed through 
the sea; and all in Moses \vcro baptised, in the 
cloud and in the soa ; and did all cat tho same 
spiritual food, and all drank tho same spiritual 
di-ink (and they drank of the spiritual rock Unit 
followc=td them: and tho rock was Christ). Bat 
with the most of thorn God was not well pleased. 

Gosp. Matt. sx. l-lO.-yAt that time, ^f'esus 
spoke to his disciples this parable : The king- 
dom of heaven is like to a householder, who 
went out early in the morning to hire lalmurors 
into his vineyard- And having agreed with the 
labourers for a penny a-day, ho sent them into 
his vineyard. And going out about the third 
hour, he saw others standing in the market-place 
^dle, and he said to them. Go you also into my 
vineyard, and X wfil give you what shall be j ust : 
and they went their way. And again he went 
out about the sixth and the ninth hour, and did 
ia like maimer. But about the eleventh hour, 


X 
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He went out, and fonnd others standing ; and He 
saith to them, “WTiy stand yon Here & the day 
id!e F d?liey say to Hm, Beoans© no man hath, 
hired ns. H© saith to them, Gro ye also into 
my vineyard. And when evening was eome, the 
lord of the vineyard saith to his steward. Call the 
lahonrers, and pay them their hire, heginning 
from the last even to the first. When therefore 
they wore come that came ahont the eleventh 
hour, they received every man a penny. But 
when the first also came, they thought that they 
should receive more j and they also received every 
man a penny. And receiving it, they murmured 
against the master of the house, saying. These 
last have worked but one hour, and thou hast 
made them equal to us that have borne the btnr- 
den of the day and the heats. But he answering, 
said to one of them, Friend, I do thee no wrong.: 
didst thou not agree with me for a phony ?. Take 
what is thine, and go thy way I will also give to 
last oven as to thee. Or, is it not lawful for 
me to do what I will ? is thy eye evil, hecaus© I 
am good ? So shall the last be tot, and the first 
last. For many are called, but few are diosen* 

Bexagesima Bimday. 

Epist. 3 Cor. xi. 19 to xii. 9. — ^Brethren, you 
gladly suffer the foolish j whereas yourselves are 
wiso- For you suffer if a man bring you into 
bondage, if a man devour yon, if a man take 
from you, if a man be lifted up, if a man strike 
you on the face, I speak according to dishonour, 
as if we had been weak in this part. Wherein 
if any man dare (I speak foolishly), I dare ^so. 
They are Hebrews ; so am I. They are Israelites? 
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m ina I. They are the seed of Abraham j so am I, 
They aro the ministers of Christ (I speak as one 
less wise); I am morej in many more labours, 
in prisons more frequently, in stripes above mea- 
sure, in deaths often. Of the Jews five times 
did I receive forty stripes save one. Thrice^was 
I beaten with rods; once I was stoned; thrioo^l 
suffered shipwreck ; a night and a day I was in 
the depth of the sea. In journeying often, in 
"perils of waters, in perils of robbers, in perils 
from my own nation, in perils from the Gentiles, 
in perils in the city, in perils in the wilderness, 
in perils in the sea, in perils from false brethren. 
In labour and painfulness, in much watchings, in 
hunger and thirst, in fastings often, in cold and 
nakedness ; besides those things which aro with- 
out, my daily instance, the solicitude for all the 
nhurohes. Who is weak, and I am not weak ? 
Who is scandalized, and 1 am not on iiro ? If I 
must needs glory, 1 will glory of the things that 
concern my infirmity. The God and Father o! 
our Lord Jesus Christ, who is blessed for ever, 
knoweth that I He not. At Damascus the gover- 
nor of the nation under Aretas the king, guarded 
the city of the Damascenes to apprehend me; and 
through a window in a basket was I let do^vn by 
the wall, and so escaped his hands. If I must 
glory (it is not expedient indeed) ; but I will 
come to the visions and revelations of the Lord. 
I jknow a man in Christ above fourteen years 
ago (whether in the body, I know not, or out of 
the body, I know not ; God knoweth) ; such an 
one rapt even to the third heaven. And I know 
such a man (whether in the body or out of the 
body, t;cannot teH ; God knoweth) : that he was 
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caugM up into paradise ; and lieard secret words, 
•which it is not panted to man to utter, for 
sucH an one I will glory; bat for myself I will 
glory nothing, but in my iniinnitiGS. for though 
I should have a mind to glory, I shall not bo fool- 
ish ; for I will say the truth. But I forbear, lest 
any man should think of me above that which 
he seeth in mo, or anything he heareth from me. 
And lest the greatness of the revelations should 
exalt me, there was given me a sting of my fiesh, 
an angel of Satan, to buiBfet mo. for which 
thing thrice I besought the Lord, that it might 
depart from me. And he said to me, My grace 
is sufficient for thee ; for power is m^e perfect 
in infirmity, Qladly therefore will I glory in mj 
infirmities, that the power of Christ may dwell 
in me. 

Oosp, Luke viii 4-15, — ^At that time, when. a 
verj great multitude was gathered together and 
hastened out of the cities unto Hm, he spoko 
by a similitude ; The sower went out to sow 
his seed. And as he sowed, some fell by the 
wayside ; and it was trodden down, and the 
fowls of tho air devoured it. And other some 
fell upon a rock ; and as soon as it was sprung 
up, it withered away, because it had no mois- 
ture. And other some fell among thorns ; and 
the thorns growing up with it, choked it. And 
other some fell upon good ground; and being 
spmug up, yielded fruit a hundredfold. Saying 
those things, he cried out, He that hath ears to 
hear, let him hear. And his disciples asked him 
what this parable might be. To whom he said. 
To you it is given to kuow the mystery of the 
kingdom of God, but to the rest in parables : 
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tlisbfc seeing, tliey may not see, and li earing^ 
may not understand. How tlie parable is tins : 
Tho seed is tne word of God. And they by 
the 'wayside arc they that hear ; t-hen tho devil 
cometh, and tahoth the word out of thofr heart, 
lost believing they should bo saved. Now they 
upon tho rock are thoy who, when they hear, 
receive tho word with joy ; and^ these have^ no 
roots, for they believe for a while, and in time 
of temptation they fall away. And that which 
fell among thorns aro they who have heard, and 
going tlicir way, aro choked with tho cares and 
riches and pleasures of this life, and yield no 
fruit. But that on tho good ground are thoy 
who, in a good and vci*y good heart, hearing the 
word, keep it, and bring forth fruit in patience. 

Quinquagesim a> Bti nday* 

Epist. 1 Oor. xiii. 1-13. — Brethren, if I speak 
with tho tongues of men, and of angels, and havo 
not charity, I am become as sounding brass or a 
tinkling cymbal. And if I should have prophecy, 
and know all mysteries and all knowledge, and 
if I should have all faith, so that I could remevo 
mounfcains, and have not charity, I am nothing. 
And if I sihould distribute all my goods to feed 
the poor, and if I should deliver my body to bo 
burned, and have not charity, it profiteth me 
nothing. Charity is patient, is kind: charity 
envieth not; dealeth not pciworsely; is not 
puffed up; is not ambitious; soekath not her 
own; is not provoked to anger; thinkoth no 
evil,; rejoiceth not in iniquity, but rejoicetk 
in the benth ; beareth all things, belioveth all 
things; hbpeth all things, endureth all things. 
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Cliarity never falletli awaj : whetljer propliecies 
shall be made void, or tongues shall cease, or 
fcuowledge shall bo destroyed.^ I'or we Imow in 
part, and we prophecy m part. But when that 
which is perfect is come, that which is in part 
shall be done away. When I was a chHd, I spoke 
as a child, I understood as a child, I thought as 
a child : but w^hen I became a man, I put away 
tlio things of a child.

— Brethren, bo yo followers 
of God, as most dear children ; and walk in love, 
as Christ also hath loved us, and hath delivered 
himself for ns, an oblation and a sacrifice to God, 
for an odour of sweetness. But fornication, and 
all nnoieanncss, or covetousness, let it nob so 
much as be named among yon, as bccometh 
saints j nor obscenity, nor foolish talking, nor 
senn'ility, which is to no purpose; but rather 
giving of thanks ; foi' know yo this, and under* 
stand, that no fornicator, nor uneioan, nor oovet* 
ons person, which is a sciwing of idils, hath any 
inheritance in the kingdom of Christ and of God. 
Let no man deceive you with vain words; for 
because of these things cometh the anger of God 
upon the children of unbelief. Be yo not therefore 
partakers with them. Bor you woi'e heretofore 
darkness ; but now light in the Lord. Walk, then, 
as children of the light ; for the fruit of the light 
is in aE goodness, and justice, and truth. 

Gosp. Luke xi. 14-28. — At that time, Jesus was 
casting out a devil, and the same was dumb ; and 
when he had oast out the devil, the dumb spoke, 
and the multitudes were in admiration at it ; but 
some of them 'said, He casteth out devils by Beel- 
zebub the prince of devils. And others tempting. 
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6f liim a sign from heaven. But lie 
seeing their thoughts, Said to them, Eveiy 
hingdoisi divided against itself shall be brought 
to desolation, and house upon house shall fall; 
and if Satan also bo divided against himself, 
how shall his hingdom stand ? because yon 
say, that through Bcolzebnb I cast oat devils. 
hTow if I oast oat devils by Beelzebab, by whom 
do yom* ohildroii cast them oat ? Therefore 
they shall be year Judges. Bat if I by the 
finger of Qod cast out devils, doubtless the 
kingdom of God is come upon you. When, a 
strong man armed keepetli his court, those 
things which he possessoth are in peace ,; but 
if a stronger than he come upon him, and over- 
come him, he will take away, all his armour 
wherein he trusted, and will distribute his 
spoils. He that is not with me is against me ; 
and ho that gathereth not with me, scattereth. 
When the unclean spirit is gone out of a man, 
ho w-alkcth through places without water, seek- 
ing rest ; and not finding, he saith, I will 
return into my house whence I came out: and 
when he is come, he findeth it swept and 
garnished. Then he goeth,' and taketh. with 
him seven other spirits more wicked than him- 
self, and entering in they dwell there; and 
the last state of that man becomes worse than 
the first. And it came to j)ass, as he spoke 
these things, a certain woman from the crowd, 
lifting up her voice, said to him. Blessed is 
the womb that boro thee, and the paps that 
gave thee suck. But he said,. Yea rather, 
blessed are they who hear the word of God, 
and keep it. 
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Fourth Bwivday in Lmt* 

Episx. Galat. iv. 2341.— Brotlircn, it is wriitott 
tiiat Abraliam had two sons ; tho one by a bond- 
woman and tho other by a frce-woman. But h© 
who was of tho bond-woman was bom according 
to tho hesh ; but ho of tlio free-womaxi was by 
promise. Wiiich things are said by an allegory. 
Bor these arc the two testaments ; tho one from 
mount Sma, engendering unto bondage, which is 
Agar : for Sina is a mountain in Arabia, which 
hath affinity to that Jerusalem which now Ss, 
and is in bondage with her childi*en: but that 
Jerusalem which is above is free, which is our 
mother, Bor it is written, Rejoice, tliou barren 
that bearest not ; break forth and cry, thou that 
travailest not ; for lUfiny are the children of tho 
desolate, more than of her that hath a husband. 
Kow we, brethren, as Isaac was, are the child- 
ren of promise. But as then he that was bom 
according to the flesh persecuted him that was 
after the spirit, so also it -is now. But what 
saith tho scripture ? Cast out the bond- woman 
and her son; for the son of tho bond-woman shall 
not be heir with the son of tho free-woman. So 
then, brethren, wo are not the children of tho 
bond-woman, but of the free; by the freedom 
wherewith Christ hath made ns free. 

Gosp. John vi. 1-15. — At that time, Jesus wont 
over the sea of Galilee, which is that of Tiberias ; 
and a great multitude followed him, because they 
saw the mSraclea which he did on them that were 
diseased, Jesus therefore went up into a moun- 
tain, and ,th^e he sat with his disciples. Now 
the pasch, the festival day of the Jews, was near 
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at land. Wien Jesus tliercforo lad lifted ty 
bis eyes, and seen that a very ^great multitude , 
cometli to Mm, lio said to Philip, Wlenco shall 
W0 buy bread that these may cat ? And this 
ho said to try him; for he himself hnew what 
he would do. Philip answered, Two hundred 
penny-worth of broad is not sti&cieiit for them, 
that every one may take a Httloi Ono of his 
disciples, Andrew, the brother of Simon Peter, 
saith to him. There is a boy here that hath five 
barley loaves and two fishes ; but what are these 
among so many ? Then Jesus said, hlake tlie 
men sit down. How there was much gi‘ass in 
the place. The men therefore sat down, in 
nuiuber about five thousand. And Jesus took 
the loaves s and when ho had given thanks, he 
distribiiied to them that, were set down. In 
like manner also of the fishes, as much as they 
would. And when they were filled, ho said to 
his disciples, Gather up the fragments that 
remain, lost they be lost. They gathered up, 
therefore, and filled twelve baskets with the 
fragments of the five barley loaves, which re- 
mained over and above to them that had eaten. 
How those men, when they had seen -what a 
miracle Icsns had done, said, This is of a truth 
the prophet that is to come into the world. 
Jesus therefore, when he knew that they, wmiild 
come to take Mm by force, and make him king, 
fied again into the mountain himself alone. 

Passion Bundanj* 

Epist. Heb. ix. ll-lS.—Brethren, Christ being 
come, a high |)riest of the good things to como, 
by a greater and more perfect tabernacle, not 
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ittade witli Hands, that is, not o£ this creation, 
neither by the blood of goats or of calrcs, bat 
by Ms own blood, entered once into the Holies, 
having obtained eternal redemption* for if the 
blood of goats and of oxen, and tho ashes of 
an heifer being sprinkled, sanctify such as are 
defiled, to the cleansing of the flesh, how mnoh 
more shall tho blood of Christ, who, by the 
Holy Chost, offered himself withont spot to 
Cod, cleanse our consoienco fronx dead works, 
to servo tho living God? And therefore lie ia 
tho mediator of tho now testament j that by 
means of Ms death, for the redemption of those 
transgressions which were under the former 
testament; they that aro called may receive 
the promise of eternal mheritanco, in Christ 
desus our Lord.

ant given to tlie poor. And Jesus Imowing it^ 
laid to them. Why do yoa troabl© this woman? 
for she hath wrought a good work upon me, 
For the poor you have always with yon ; but me 
you have not always, For she, in pouring this 
ointment upon my body, hath done it for my 
burial. Amen I say to yon, wheresoever this 
gospel shah ha preached in the wholo world, 
that also which she hath done shall bo told, 
for a memory of her. Then went ono of the 
twelve, who was called Judas Iscariot » to tho 
chief priests, and he said to them, What will 
yon give me, and I mil deliver him unto you ? 
but they appointed him thirty pieces of silver. 
And from thenceforth he sought opportunity to 
betray him. And on the first day of the aryiues 
the disciples came to Jesus, saying. Whore wilt 
thou that W6 prepare for thoo to cat the pasch ? 
But Jesus said, Cao ye into the city to a certain 
man, and say to him, The master saith, My time 
is near at hand, I will keep the pasoh at thy 
house with my disciples. And the disciples did 
as Jesus appointed to them; and they prepared 
the pasch. How when it was evening, ho sat 
down with his twelve disciples : and whilst they 
were eating, he said, Amen I say to you, that 
one of you is about to betray mo. And they, 
being very much troubled, began every one to 
say, la it I, Lord ? But he answering, said, He 
that dippeth Ms hand with me in the dish, he 
shall betray me. The Son of Man indeed goeth, 
a« it is written of him ; but wo to that man by 
whmn the Son of Man shall be betrayed : it were 
better for him, if that man had not been bom. 
And Judas tMi betrayed Mm., answering, sMd, 
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Ib it I, Balabi? He saifclx to laim, TKou 
said it. And wliilst they -were at sapper', Jesas 
took bread, and blessed, and broke : and gave to 
Ms disciples, and said, Take ye, and eat: tMs ' 
is my body. And taking tlio chalice, he gave 
thanks : and gave to thorn, saying. Drink ye all 
of this. For this is my blood of the new tes- 
tament, 'which shall be shed for many unto 
remission of sins. And I say nnto yon, I wiH 
not drink from henceforth of this fruit of the 
vine, until that clay when I shall drink it with 
you now in the kingdom of my Father. And 
a hymn being said, they went out unto mount 
Olivet. Then Jesus saith to them, Ail you shall 
be scandalised in me this night; for it is written, 
i will strike the shepherd, and the sheep of the 
hock shall bo dispersed : but after I shall be 
risen again, I will go before you into Galilee. 
And Peter answering, said to him, Although all 
shall b© scandalised in theo, I will never be 
scandalised. Jesus said to him. Amen I say to 
thee, that in this night, before the cock crow, 
thou wilt deny mo thrice, Peter saith to him, 
Tea, though I should die with thee, I will not 
deny thee : and in like maimer said all the 
disciples. Then Jesus came with them into a 
country place wliioh is called Gethsemaui; and 
he said to his disciples, Sit you here, till I go 
yonder and pray : and taking with him Peter 
and the two sons of Zebedee, he began to grow 
sorrowful and to be sad. Then he saith to 
them, Hy soiil is sorrowful even unto death; 
stay you here and watch with me. And going 
a little farther, he fell upon his face, praying, 
and saying. My Father, if it be possible* let this 
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olialioe pass from ‘m: Bovertholess, not as I 
will, btifc as tboxi And ho coinefh to Im 

disciples, and findoth them asleep .* and he saith 
to Foter, mat! conld yon not watch mm hmv 
writii mo? Watch ye, and pray, that yo enter 
not into temptation, Tho spirit indeed is will- 
mg;, hnt tho fesh is weak. Again the sectmd 
time, ho went, and prayed, saying, lly Father, 
if this chalico may not pass away, but I mtiafe 
drink it, thy will bo done. And ho eomc^th 
li^yain, and findeth them sleeping j for their eyes 
were heavy. And leaving them, ho went again : 
and h© prayed the third time, saying ilio self. 
same word. Then ho cometh to his disciples, 
and saith to them, Sleep ye now, and take your 
rest; behold, tho hoxir is at hand, and tlics Son 
of Han shall bo betrayed into tho hands of sm« 
ners. Biso, lot ns go ; behold, ho is at hand 
that will betray me. As ho yot spoke, behold 
d^ndas, one of tho twelve,' camo 5, and wifcli him 
a great mnltitndo with swords and clubs, sent 
from tho chief priests and tho ancients of the 
people. And he that betrayed hiia gave them 
a sign, saying, Whomsoever I shall kiss, that is 
he; hold l>i~m fast.

And 
going in, ho sat with the servants, that he 
might see the end. And the chief priests and 
the whole council sought false witness against 
Jesus, that they might put him to death. And 
they found notj wherene many false witnesses 
had come in. And last of all, there came two 
false witncBSOS. And they said, This man said, 
I am able to destroy the temple of God, and in. 
three days to rebuild it. And the high priest, 
rising up, said to him, Answercst thou nothing 
to the things which these witness against thee ? 
But Jesus held, liis peace. And the high priest 
said to him, I adjure thee by the living Ghod, 
that than tell us if thou be the Christ the Son. 
of God. Jesus saith to him, Thou hast said' it, 
Hoverthelcss I say to you, hereafter you shall 
Bee the Son of Man sitting on the right hand of 
Jshe power of God, and coining in the clouds of 
heaven.

According to St. John 3SLTiii.-xi3:. 1-24, 

At that time, Jesus went forth with bis dis- 
ciples over the brook Cedron, where tbero was a 
garden, into which be entered with bis disciples. 
Apd Judas also, who betrayed him, knew the 
]pl!aoe'; because Jesus bad often resorted thither 
tWBBtbier wi% kds disoij^es. Judas therefore. 
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Itarag received a band of soldiers, and servants 
from tile cHef priests and the Pharisees, cometh. 
thither with lanterns, and torches, and weapons. 
Jesus therefore, knowing all things that shonM 
com© upon him, went forth, and said to them. 
Whom seek ye ? They answered him, Jesns of 
Hazareih, Jesus saith to them, I am he. And 
J ndas also, who betrayed him, stood with them. 
As soon, therefore, as he had said to them, I am 
he, they went backward, and fell to the ground. 
Again, therefore, ho asked them, Whom seek 
ye? And they said, Jesus of Kazareth. Jesns 
answered, I have told yon that I am he: if, 
therefore, yon seek me, let these go their way. 
That the word might be fulfilled which he said. 
Of them whom thon hast given me, I have not 
lost any one* Then Simon Peter having a sword, 
drew it, and struck the servant of the high priest, 
and cut oT Ms right oar. And the name of t e 
servant was Malchns. Jesns thei'efore said to 
Peter, Put up thy sword into the scabbard : the 
chalice which my Paiher hath given me, shall I 
not drinlt it ? Then the band, and the tribune, 
and the servants of the Jews took Jesus, and 
bound himj and led him away to Annas first, 
for he "was father-in-law to Caiphas, who was 
the high priest of that year, hfow Caiphas was 
he who had given the counsel to the Jews, that 
it was expedient that one man should die for the 
people. And Simon Peter followed Jesus, and 
so did another disciple; and that disciple was 
known to the' high priest, ’and went in with 
Jesus into the court of the high priest. But 
Peter stood at the door without. The other 
disciple, therefore, who was known to the high 
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prieiA, went out and spoke to the porireii, and 
hronglife in Peter. Tim maid, tliorefore, that was 
portress, saitk to Peter, Art not thou also one 
of this man's disciples? Ho saitli, I am noi 
How the servants and ministers stood at a fire 
of coals, bccanse It was cold, and warmed xhem* 
selves; ,antl with them was Potcr also siandiag, 
and warming himself. Tho high prieHfe tliereibre 
ashed Jesus of his disciples, and of his doctrine. 
Jesus answered him, I have spoken openly to the 
world; I have always taught in the synagogue, 
and in the temple, whither all the Jew's resort; 
and in secret I have 'Siiokcn nothing. Why 
ashest thon me P ask them who have heard 
what I have spoken unto them : hehohl, they 
know what things I have said. And when ho 
had said these things, one of the servants stand- 
ing hy gave Jesus a blow, saying, Answeresi 
thon the high priest so? Jesus answered, If 
I havo spoken evil, give testimony of the evil; 
but if well, why strikest thon me ? And Annas 
sent him bonnd to Oaiphas the high pi-iest. 
And Simon Peter was standing, and warming 
himself, They said therefore to him. Art not 
thon also one of his disciples? He denied it, 
and said, I am not. One of the servants of thf 
high priest (a kinsman to him whose ear Peter 
cut 0^) sadth to hhn, Bid not I see thee in 
the garden with him ? Again therefore Peter 
denied; and immediately the cock crew. Then 
they M Jesus from Oaiphas to the govemor^s 
hfliL And it was morning : and they went not 
ilto the hall, that they might not be defiled, but 
mij^t eat- the paseh. Mate therefore 
^vv?Bhik''^odtr'to'‘ -Oasttn, 'rmd''Saidy What 'accusation 
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^ng ym tids mm f Tk&y answered^ 

ma said to hm^ If lie were not a malefactor, we 
ncv liave delivered him up to thee. Pilat© 
therefore said to them, Take him yon, and ind^e 
iiim ^cording to yonr law. The Jews therefor© 
said to Mm, It is not lawfal for ns to pnt any 
man to death. That the word of Jesns might be 
tnlfillod which he said, signifying what death h© 
ihonid die. Pilate therefore went into the ’h al l 
again, and called Jesns, and said to him Art 
thon the king of the Jews ? Jesns answered, 
Sayest tnm this thing of thyself, or have others 
fcoid it thoo of me ? Pilate answered. Am J a 
Jew ? Thy own mation and the chief priests 
too delivered thee np to me; what hast then 
done ? Jesns answered, 35fy kingdom is not of 
this world. If my kingdom were of this world, 
my servants wonld certainly strive that I shonid 
not be delivered to the Jews 5 bnt now my king- 
dom is not from hence. Pilate therefore said to 
hm, Art thon a king, then ? Jesns answered, 
Thon sayest that I am a king, Por tMs was I 
bom, and for this came I into the world 5 that I 
shonld give testimony to the truth. Every one 
that is of the truth, heareth my voice. PHat© 
saith to him, What is truth ? And when he had 
said this, he went ont again to the Jews, and 
smth to them, I hnd no cause in him, Bnt jon 
have a enstom that I should release one nnto 
yon at the pasch : will yon therefore that .1 
rdease tmto yon the king of the Jews ? Then 
cued they all again, saying, ISfot this man, bnt 
harabbas, Kow Barabbas was a robber. Then. 
Uierofore Pilate took Jesns and soom^ed Mmu 
Ind tb© ^Miens platfeing a Crown of .thorns, put 
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B upon Mu laead j and tliey put on Mm a purple 
garment. And they came to ibim, and said, Eailj 
Mug of tlie Jews; and they gave liini I'/iows. 
Pilate tliercfore went forth again, and said to 
them. Behold T hring him forth unto yott, that 
you may know that I hud ru» cause in him, 
((Jesus thei'cfore came forth, boaring the crown 
of thorns and the purple ganneut.)- And hc^ 
saitli to them, Behold fcho man. When the {*ldc?^’ 
priests therefore and the sorrants liad seen hitn. 
they cried out, saying. Crucify him, evueify him, 
Pilate saith to them. Take him you, and oruciry 
him : for I find no cause in him. The Jowr 
answered him. Wo have a law, and according 
to the law ho ought to die, bccanse ho mado 
himself the Son of God. Wlu*n Pi I a to thcro- 
fore had heard this saying, ho f<*arcd tho more. 
And he entered into tho hall again, ».nd he said 
to Jesus, Whence art thou ? But Jesua gavo 
him no answer. Pilate thereforo saitb to him, 
Speakest thou not to me ? Knoweat thou not 
that I have power to crucify thee, and £ have 
powor to release thee? Jesus answered, Thou 
shouldst not have any power against me, rmless 
it were given thee from above. Therefore ho 
■Siat hath dejiverod me to thee, hath the greater 
sin. And from thenceforth Pilate sought to 
release him. But the Jews cried out, saying, 
Ji thou release this man, thou art not CmsaPs 
fidend. Por whosoever maketh himself a Mug, 
Bpeaketh against Caesar. Kow when Pilate had 
heard these words, he brought Jesus forth, and 
down in the judgment-seat, in the place that 
is’OaJlfed Bithostrotos; aud in Hebrew, Gabbatha. 
AAd it 'ifsb' IhO' pau^sceve of .the pa^!^ about the 
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sktii liotiri and be saitb to tbe BeEdd 
yonn king. Bnt they cried out, Away with him, 
away with him, orticify him ! Pilate saifeh to 
them, Shall I crucify your king? The chief 
priests answered, We hare no king hut Csesar, 
Then, therefore, he delivered him to them to bo 
orucihed. And they took Jesns, and led him 
forth : and bearing his own cross, he went forth 
to that place which is called Calvary, but in 
Hebrew, Golgotha: where they crucified him, 
and with him two others, one on each side, and 
Jesns in the midst. And Pilate wrote a title 
also, and he put it upon the cross, and the wi*it- 
ing was ; Jesus of Nazareth, the King of the 
Jews. This title therefore many of the Jeivs 
did read, because the place where Jesus was 
crucified was nigh to the city: and it was writ-^ 
in Hebrew, in Greek, and in Latin. Then 
tho chief priests of the Jews said to Pilate, 
Wrifeo not, the King of the Jews, but that he 
said, X am the King of the Jews. PEate an- 
swered, What I have written I have written. 
Then the soldiers, when they had crucified him, 
took his garments (and they made four parts, to 
m&tj soldier a part), and also his coat, Now 
the coat was without seam, woven from the top 
throughout. They said then one to another. Let 
ns not cut it, but let us cast lots for it, whose it 
^all be ; that the scripture might be MfiHed, 
saying, They have parted my garments among 
them, and upon my vesture they have cast lot« 
And the soldiers indeed did these things. Now 
there stood by the cross of Jesus, Ms mother, 
and his mother^s sister, Mary of Oleophas, and 
Mary Magdelene- When Jesus therefore saw

Then the Jews {bocanso it was the pam- 
sceve), that the bodies might not remain upon 
the cross on the sabbath -day {for that was a 
great sabbath-day), bosonght Pilatts ihst their 
legs might bo broken, and that they might be 
taken away. The soldiers therefore came ; and 
they broke the legs of the Brst, and of the otlier 
tixat ‘was omeified -with him. Btit after they 
were come to Jesns, when they saw that he was 
already dead, they did not break his legs. Bnt 
one of the soldiers, with a spear, opened his side, 
and immediately there came oat blood and water.

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And after tliese tMngs, Josepli of Anmatliea 
(because be was a disciple of Jesus ; bufe secretly, 
for fear of tb© Jews) besongbt Pikte that be 
might take away tbe body of Jesus. And Pilate 
gave leave. He came therefore, and took away 
the body of Josus. And Kicodemus also came, 
he who at the first came to Jesus by night; 
bringing a mixture of myrrh and aloes, about an 
hundred pounds weight. Tbey took therefore 
the body of Jesus, and bound it in linen cloths, 
with the spices, as the manner of the Jews is to 
bxuy. How there was, in. tho place where h© 
was crucified, a garden; and in the garden a 
new sepulchre, wherein no man yet had been 
laid. There, therefore, because of tbe paraseeve 
of tho Jews, they laid Jesus, because the sepul- 
chre was nigb at band.

Lbss. Gen. xlix. 22-26. — ‘Jc^eph is a giHawing 
Bpn^ a growing son and eomely to behold : the 
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iaEgliters mn to and fro upon tli© wall. But 
they that held darts provoked Mm, and qnar- 
rellod with Mm, and envied Mm. His bow 
rested upon the strong, and the bands of Ms 
arms and^ his hands were loosed, by the hands 
of the mighty one of Jacob : thence ho came 
forth a pastor, the stone of Israel.

For if a man bo a feearer 
of the word and not a doer, ho sfeain> 6 e«tmparetl 
to a man beholding his own countenanco in a 
glass. For fee beheld himself and went liis way, 
and presently forgot what manner of man he 
was.

Less* Acts i 1-11. — The foiuner treatise I 
made, 0 Theophilus, of all things which Jesus 
be^n to do and to teach, until the day on which, 
giving commandments by the Holy Ghost to the 
apostles whom ho had chosen, ho was taken up. 
To whom also he shewed himself alive after his 
passion, by many proofs, for forty days appearing 
to them, and speaking of the kingdom of God. 
And eating together with them, he commanded 
them that they should not depart from Jeru* 
Salem, but should wait for the promise of the 
Father, which yon have heard (saith he) by my 
mouth: for John indeed baptised with water, 
but you shall be baptised with the Holy Ghost 
not many days hence. They therefore who were 
com© together, asked him, saying. Lord, wilt 
thou at this time restore the kingdom to Israel ? 
But he said to them, It is not for you to know 
the times or moments which the Father hath 
put in Ms own power; but you shall receive the 
power of the Holy Ghost coming upon you, and 
you shall be witnesses to nxe in Jerusalem and 
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in nil Jndca, and Samaria, and ctcb to foe nicer- 
most part of the earth. And when he had said 
these things, while they looked on Im 4?as raised 
np, and a cioud received him out of their sight. 
And while tliey were hehoklbg him going np jo 
heaven, behold, two men 3t05;d by them in 'white 
■garinc-nlK, who also said, Yo men of (hdiler*, why 
stand yon hioking oir to hoavtni ? Tins .iesus 
•svho is takcni np from you into lienven, so 
come as you have seen him going into heaven. 

Gosr. Mark xvi. 14-20.— At that time, Jesus 
appeared to tho eleven as they were at table : 
and ho -apbraided them with their incredulity 
and hardness of heart, becaiis© they did not 
holiovo them wdio had soon him after he was 
risen again. And ho said to them (*v. 15), (lo 
ye into the wdiolo world, and preach tho gospel 
to every creature. Ho that bclicn'cth and is 
bapfcis(‘d shall bo saved, but ho that bedievcih 
not shall be condemned. And tiicso Signs shall 
follow thorn that believe. In my name Huy 
shall cast out devils; they shall speak with new 
tongues; they shall take np serpents; and if 
they shall drink any deadly thing, it shall not 
hurt them ; they shall lay their hands upon tho 
sick, and they shall recover. (*) And tho Lord 
Jesus, after he had spoken to them, was taken 
tip into heaven, and sitteth on the right hand 
of God. But they going forth, preached every- 
where, the Lord working withal, and. confirming 
the word with signs that followed.

Ehst. 1 Fet. iv. ^-11.— Dearly beloved, be

And tlio lord commended 
the tinjnst steiYtird, forasmuch, as lie had don.® 
wissdy; for the children of this world are wiser 
in their gcnei'ation than the children of light.

Let no temxrtation tako 
l.nhl on you, lint such as is human ; and God is 
faithful, “who will not sufl’er you to bo tempted 
above that wdiich you are able j but will make 
eh'o wiili temptation issue that you may be able 
to bear it. 

Gosr. Luke xix. 41-d7. — At that time, ^ when 
Jesus chew near to Jerusalem, seeing the city, ho 
v.Ypt oves* it, saying, If thou also hadsfc known, 
vad that in this" thy day, the things t;hat are to 
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thy peace : but bow they are hidden from thy 
eyes. Ifor the days shall come upon thee, and 
thy enemies shall cast a trench about thee, and 
compass thco round, and straiten thee on oveiy 
side, and beat theo dat to tho g’round, and thy 
children who are in thee; and they shall not leave 
in thee a stone upon a stone, bccauso thou hast 
not known tho time of thy visitation. And enfcer-

Tmth Bwiday after Pmtecost 
EWST. 1 Cor. xii. 2-11. —Brethren, you know 
that, when you were heathens, you went to dumb 
idols, according as you were led. Whore loro I 
give you to understand, that no man, spen.kiag 
by tho Spii'it of God, saith Anathema to Jesus ; 
and no man can say, tho Lord Jesus, but by the 
Holy Ghost. Now there arc divoraiticB of graces, 
but tho same Spirit? and there are diversities of 
ministries, but the samo Lord; and there aro 
diversities of operations, but tho same God, who 
-worketh all in all. And the manifestation of the 
8pMt is given to every man unto proht. *10 one 
indeed, by the Spirit, is given tho word of wisdoms 
^d to another, the word of knowledge, according 
to the same Sphitj to another, faith in tho same 
Spirit ; to another, the grace of healing in one 
Spirit ; to another, the working of miracles ; to 
another, prophecy; to another, the discerning of 
spirits ; to another, divers kinds of tongues ; to 
another, interpretation of speeches. But all these 
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tliings ODC u>.d lilt’ same Spirit worketii, dividing 
to every one neet-rding as he will. 

Oosr. Lidce xviii. ii-M. — At that time, Josns 
spoke this parable to some who trusted to tliem- 
seives as just, and despised others : Two men 
Yvent iix> iuto the teinplo to pray; the one a 
riiarisee, ami 1 he other a pnblieiin. The Phari- 
Hce siaiiding, prayed tiuis with himsoir: O God, 

1 give iher thanks that I am not as the rest of 
men, extortinner:^, raijiid, adiilierers; as also is 
this ]jiiblieitn. 1 fast twice in tlu^ w'eek; I give 
tithes (if ail that i possess. And the publican 
standing afar o!V, wouki nut so nuieh as lilt up 
Ills eyes tow'urds hestven, but slrue.k his Invasu, 
saying, O God, be merciful tumoabimier. 1 say 
to you. This man went down to his houst* juslihed 
rather than tin* other j be*<*ause everyone that 
exaheth himseir nlmU bo humbled ; and ho that 
hnuibleth hiinseir ftluill bo exalted. 

KltTutlh f^Uiiilcnj ufhv PiiiteCQsL 

BrisT, 1 Got, xv. l-lO.—Brothren, I inako 
known urho you the gospel tvliieh 1 preacliocl to 
yon, which also you have mteived, and wherem 
you stand; by w'hieii also yoti are saved. If you 
iiold fust afUT what man nor 1 preached unto you, 
tmless you have believed iri vain, h'or I delivered 
unto you hrst of all, whieli I also received, how 
that Christ died for our sins according to the 
scriptures ; and that he ivas bmied, and that 1:6 
rose* again the third da}', according to the scrip- 
tures and that he ivao seen by Cephas, and after 
that by the eleven. Then w^as he seen by more 
than live hundred breihrcn at once, of whom 
many remain until this present, and sumu ai'6 
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fallen asleep. After that ho was seen by James, * 
tlien by all tiio apostles. And last of all lie was^ 
seen also by me, as by one bom ont of duo time. 
For I am feho least of tUc apostles, wbo am not 
worthy to be called an apostle, becanso I por- 
soontcd the clnircb of God ; but by the gra.ei3 of 
God I am what I am, anti Ins grace in me hath 
not been void. 

Gosp. Mark vH. 3147.— At that time, Jostw 
going out of the coasts of Tyre, camo by Sklon 
to the soa of Galileo, through the midst of the 
coasts of Becapolis. And they br ing to him one 
deaf and dumb, and they besought him that he 
would lay his hand uptui him. And taking him 
from the multitude apart, he put his fingers mto 
his cars, and spitting, ho touched his tongue | 
and looking up to heaven, ho groaned, and said 
to him, Ephpheta, which is, Be thou opened : and 
immediately his ears wore opened, and the string 
of his tongue was loosed, and ho spoke riglifc. 
And he charged them that they should tell no 
man; but the more he charged them, so much 
the more a great deal did they publish it; and 
so much the more did they wonder, saying, He 
liath don© all things well ; he hath made both 
the deaf to hear, and the dmiib to speak. 

Twelfth Bundmj after Peixfecost 
Epist. 2 Cor. iii. 4-9.— Brethren, such con’ 
hdenoo we have through Christ towards God 
Not that we are sufficicBt to think anything of 
ourselves, as ourselves; but our sutlieicncy is 
from God. Who also hath made us fit ministers 
of the new testnment, not in the letter, but in 
the spirit ; for the letter killeth. but the snirit

qnickeneth. Now if tlie ministration of death, 
engraven w'itli letters npon stones, was gloriotis, 
so that the cliildim of Israel could not stead- 
fcstlv beliold the face of IMoses, for the glory of 
his eonntenance 5 which isnradevoid: how shall 
not the rniiiistratioxi of the spirit ho rather in 
glory. For if the ruinl-nnitiou of eondemiiation 
I JO glory, ninch .nirtrc tliu mhiistraiion of justice 
aboil udeth m gloiy. 

GosF'. Luhe X. — At ihat time, Jesus said 
i"o liis disciph'S, .Blessed arc the eyes that seo the 
thhig-; which yon see. Fox' I say to you, that 
miuiy prophets and Id ays have dodred to see the 
iirnigs that yon see, and have not S(‘en them; and 
1‘> heat* tlxo things that yon hear, and iuivc not 
“lu ard them. And behold a certain lawyer stood 
up, tempting hint, and saying, aster, what must 
1 do to possess cimmal life ? Bitt he said to him, 
Wliat is mutton In the law f how rcadesb thou. ? 
1!" unsivering, said. Thou slmlt lovo the Lordilty 
God with Ihy W'hole heart, and with thy w'hoie 
soul, and with all rhy strength, and with all thy 
miudj and thy ncigiiboiir as thyself. And ho 
said to him, Thou hast answered rightly : this 
df>, au<l thou sbalt live. Bat ho, willing to justify 
himself, said to Jesus, And who is my neighbour? 
(n'. 30.) Jesus answering, said, A certain man 
went domi from Jerusalem to Jericho, and fell 
among robbers, who also stripped him, and hav- 
ing wounded Mm, went away, leaving Mm half 
dead j and it chanced that a certain priest ivent 
down the same way, and seeing him, passed by. 
In like manner also a Levite, when he w'as near 
the place and saw him, passed by. But a certain 
Samaritan being on his journey, came near Mmi 
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and seeing liim, was moved with compassion; and 
going up to him, bound up his wounds, pouring 
*m oil and wine ; and setting him iijio!! his ovra 
beast, brought him to an inn, and took care of 
him : and the next day he took out tw<j pence, 
and gave to the host, and said, Take can? of him, 
and whatsoever thou shalt spend over anti above, 
I, at my return, will repay thee. Which of these 
in thy opinion, was noighboiir to him that 
fell among robbers? But he said, Ho that shew*ed 
mercy to him. And Jesus said to him, Go, and 
do thou in like manner. 

Thirtemih Sunday after TeniecoBL 
Epist* GaL iii. 16-22.— Brethren, to Abraham 
were the promises mado, ant! to his seed. Ho 
saith not, And to his seeds, as of many ; but as 
of one, And to thy seed, which is Christ. How 
this I say, that tho testament whicdi was <'on. 
armed by God, the law which was wade aftta* 
four hundred and thirty years doth not disaijinil, 
to make tho promise of no cSect. For if tho 
inheritanco bo of tho law, it is no more of pro* 
mise* But God gavo it to Abraham by promise. 
'Why, then, was tho law ? It was set becauso of 
transgressions, until the seed should come, to 
whom he mado 'the promise : being ordained by 
angels in the hand of a mediator. How a me» 
diate is not of ono : but God is ono. Was the 
' law, 'then, against the promises of God ?, God 
forbid. For if there had been a law given which 
could give life, verily justice should have been by 
the law. But the scripture hath concluded all 
under sin, that the promise by the faith of Jesus 
Christ might be given to them, that believe. 
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Gosf. Luke xvH. 11-19. — At that time, as 3* esas 
was going to Jerusalem, lie passed throngii tiie 
midst of Saxnaa’ia and Galilee : and as lie entered 
into a certain town, iliero mot kirn ten men that 
were lepers, who stood afar olf, and lifted np their 
voice, sa.ying, Jesus, master, have mercy on ns^ 
Whom when he saw, lie said, Go, shew yourselves 
to the priests. And it came to pass, that, as they 
went, they w^ero made clean. And one of them, 
■when ho saw* that he was made clean, w’-ent back, 
with a loud voice glorify hig God: and ho fell on 
his face before his feet, giving thanks: and this 
■was a Btimarifcan. And Jesus answering said. 
Were not ten made clean ? And where are tlio 
nine ? Idiere is no one found to return, and give 
glory to God, hut this stranger. And he said to 
him. Arise, go thy way j for thy faith hath made 
thee whole. 

Fourteenth Sunday after Feniecost 
IS FIST. Gal. V. 16-24. — Brethren, walk in the 
spirit, and you shall not fulfil the lusts of the 
icsli: for the flesh lusteth against the spirit, 
and the spirit agamst the flesh; for these are 
contrary ono to another; so that you do not 
the things that you would. But if you are led 
by the spirit, you arc not under the law. Kow 
the works of the flesh are manifest 5 which are, 
foniicaiion, unclcanness, imiuodesty, luxury, 
idolatry, ■^^dtchcrafcs, enmities, contentions, 
^mulaticms, wraths, quarrels, dissenalons, sects, 
envies, murders, drmikeimess, revel lings, and 
such like ; of the which I foretell you, as X 
have foretold to you, that they who do such 
things shall not obtain the kingdom of God. 
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Bat the 'fmit of the spirit is, charity, joy, 
peace, patience, benignity, goodness, longani- 
mity, miklnesH, faith, modesty, concmeney, 
chastity. Against such there is no lm\ Anti 
they that ate Christ’s have crncHkd their fleKh 
with the vices and concupiscences. 

0OSF* Matt. vi. 24*.33.— At that timrs J<?sn« 
said to his disciples, Ko than can serve two teu',- 
tens ; for cither he will hato the one anti, love thi' 
other, or he will Husiain the one arul (ies|nse ilui 
other. y^JU cannot servo God and Afannnoit. 
Therefore I say to yon, bo not solicitous fur your 
life, what yon shall eat, nor for your body, wiiat 
you shall put on, la net the. life in(n*o than the 
meat, and the body more than the raiment ? 
Behold the birds of tln^ ah*; fur they neitlmr sow, 
nor do they reap, nor gather into barns, and yeur 
heavetdy Father fee«leth tliem. Are tmt. you of 
much more value than they ?
